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INTRODUCTION 

^>n the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
connitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crines 
Records, Record Group 238. , 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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.Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to popl 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firii, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

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Max Brueggemann: Member and Secretary of the Vorstand of 
Farben; member of the legal committee; Deputy Plant Leader 
of the Leverkusen Plant; Deputy Chief of the Sales Combine 
for Pharmaceuticals; and director of the legal, patent, 
and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and pro3uction chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter IXierrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkossnando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 4 
espionage, and propaganda ac^vities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

f^riedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Conmittees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevollmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Doraagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Conaercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Runania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Conanissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA.

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Consnittee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Consnercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. «* 

wjieraann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts- 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Conmtand by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines. 1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


1 The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of nen, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty or* the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count IlV / '(slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

All defendants were credited with tine already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more comissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of theexhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are a is eographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but al%o ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IKT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, nuaber, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. «*The official court file is 
sunmarired by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19;

Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-voluae Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Triale of War Criminate Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

Already in 19WT Auschwitz was under consideration among other places 
of construction as a loeetien for ? plant where pit coal derivatives 
could he hydrogenated. The locations for new plants cf tfiis kind were 
suggested in each case by the Reich Office for Planning, and Location 
of In-ustries (Reichsstelie fUer Pj-jmordr.ung) in cooperation with the 
!lnerolcel-5»ueefellschaft which selected suitable construction sites. 

At the end of February 1941, however, the Gcbechcn (General Fleni- 
f>otentiary Chemistry) decided that the location Auschwitz should be 
nnde available for the Buna plant IV. The necessrry orders fer the con¬ 
struction of the worfcs • era issued (Goering order). Thereupon the Roich 
Offlco fer Eccnerio Development considered combining the nyncl pl»nt, 
originally plnrrcd for Leuna, with tho Buna plant. 7ho natter was dis¬ 
cussed with Dircktor Dr. von Stedcn (Leuna) and ho was induced to plan 
e plant for 75 CCO tens of syncl. Its production should embrace 
paraffin wax, middle oil (Jiittcloel) and gasoline. This plant was to 
be built within the franowork of the overall plana for Auschwitz.

At th> beginning of 1961 tho Leunawerke were rocuested by the 
Koich Cfrice for Industrie Development in Berlin to plan and erect 
a plant to nuiko good the serious shortago of Diesel oil and paraffin 
since these raw materials were indispensable for tho soap soctor 
and since it had been shewn by exoeriments at Leuna to be oossible to 
influence quantity of theso products accruing during the Fischer 
synthesis with the aid of specially selected catalysts.

1) I was bom 4 May ie95 in Venlo (Holland), rftor attending

After concluding ay 
studies with the diplcca examination, I worked as Tachir.e construc¬ 
tion engineer in various undertakings. On 1 lay 1929, I entored 
the wsuno “forks of the I.C. Farbenindustric as wor:c onrineor. 

In the spring of 1941, I was entrusted ns Oboringoniour; with the 
technical planning and construction of a part of the production 
plant of the Auschwitz works. It concerned slants for thr products 
of the so-called Soartj I (especially synol arid nsthcnol) which 
were processed by the I/'unr '‘orks. Aftor having nx>re or less com¬ 
pleted the construction and olanning work, I trsreforred ry office 
in February 1943 to Auschwitz where I remained until January, 1945. 

2) As is generally known, the Auschwitz forks voro in the 
first place a project of Soarte II, in which Snarte 1 joined with 
the above-mentioned productions. According to xy knowledge, Dr. 
Heinrich Buotefisch was responsible, as Vorstand menber of Soarte I, 
for taking care of the requireser.ts of Sparta I in the productions

of the Auschwitz 'Torts. In particular, he had to bring the pro¬ 
ductions of Sparta I into line with ths- general pl a nn ing of the 
Auschwitz Tforks. According to ay knowledge, he handled this in 
principle only on broad lines. I had the iaprossicn that Dr. -'-o® - 
tefisch was so overburdened with other tasks that he was unable to 
occupy himself regularly and in any detail with the Auschwitz 
Works. 

The individual tasks here were mostly supervised by Dr. von 
Staden, the director for the Production sido of the Lcuna ”orks. 
Ltost of the building conferencss took place without Dr. Buetefisch. 
According to ny recollection. Dr. Buetefisch only cere about two or 
three times a year to the Auschwitz Worts. On there visits, which 
were always of short duration (mostly lesting only a few hours), 
ho informed himself concerning the progress of th; buildinr and the 
tochnical position of the plants. I an not aware that ho over in¬ 
tervened in nattors of local works managoajnt (Bslriobsfuehrung) 
or in particular in questions of procurorr.it of labor. 

3)As I have already explained elsewhore, I was able to rake 
no observations that could in any tray load to the conclusion that 
prisoners in tta Auschwitz concentration cam or in Ct-p IV O'ono- 
witz) were being killed or were being inhumanly treated; neither 
had I any reason to suppose that other members of the Vorka had any 
knowledge of such events. I therefore cannot assuw that Dr. Buote 
fisch had observed or learned of anything of tho kind in Auschwitz.

I have known Dr. Heinrich Buctefisch since 1921 and during that 
time havo boon able to observe his profession^ development, first 
in his position as plant miuiagor (Betriobsloiter) and later as tech¬ 
nical manager of the leuna Works. His task was the management of 
tho technical and economic sphero of tho Works. ’Jolfare matters 
and questions of procurement of labor did not belong to his province. 
In ooitc of his heavy prooccuoations and hia frequent absences from 
tho Leuna works. Dr. Euotefisch always tried to remain connected 
with the technical side and ha used his scanty leisure to go into 
the *>rk3 in order to convince himself on the soot of tho technical 
position of thtt different branches of manufacture. 

. When the "fcosbierbaua and Auschwitz »crk3 were erected during 
the war, he laid down the lines for the technical over-all planning 
of tho part3 of those *orks belonging to Sparte I. Cn account of 
the size and complexity of his tasks, however, he was only able to 
concern himself with the broad lines of colicy. Questions of tho orc- 
cureajnt of labor did not concern hia here either. There were othor 
people responsible for this. 

Vy own task was to be responsible for the technical-construction 
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building of the parts of the Auschwitz works belonging to Sparto I.

Cn this account, I frequently visited the Auschwitz works during 
t Ye years 1941-1914 and took part in cany building conferences there. 
I only saw Dr. Buetefisch there very rarely;* I reranter only ono 
occasion definitely. During this time, I never heard anything con¬ 
cerning killings or other cruelties in the Auschwitz concentration 
camp. I therefore had no occasion to rerort on such natters or 
on other abuses to Dr. Buetefisch. 

Dr. Buetefisch was a sober technician and economist, to that 
account alone, political experiments and warlike undertakings were 
fundamentally dLstastoful to hie. Squally with aysoif and most of 
his other co-workers, he undoubtedly considered it cut of tto ques¬ 
tion that tho naticnal-socialist regiru could go so far oa to make 
war. Such «n idea had never played any rol* in our considerations 

and ttn measures we took in Louna works. I recollect that, after 

• 

tho outbreak of war, Er. tootefisch exorossod to twi his opinion 
that the war was a crazy ur.dorttking and could only load to cata- 
strophe.

I, Dipl.-Ing. "alter S7ZTNL3, resident Interne, Shamrockring 6, 
was named that I render aya elf liable to punishment if I sake a 
false affidavit. I declare on oath that my statement corresponds 
to the truth and was rade in order to be submitted as ovidenco to 
the Kilitary Tribunal in Nuernberg, Geraary. 

From the year 1940 onwards I was general manager and technical 
manager of the Austrian Nitrogen Plants (Stickstoffwerko Ostmerk) 
in Linz »nich I had constructed as construction and assembly 
manager. Herr Dr. 9U2TJ7ISCJi was chairman of tho supervisory 
board of this company. In ay forscr position as chief cnginoor 
(Gberingonieur) of the salt works in the Leuna—^k, from 193P 
onwards, I also came into very froquont contact with Horr Dr. 
tr’TTWSC 3 both on busL-ess and privately, so that I no in a 
position to bo able to give information about H-;rr Dr. BUTTSFISCH's 
personality. 

At the time of tho (Nazis') advent to powor Horr Dr. 

BU3TEFISCH did not belong to the National Socialist Party. Later, 
lr. 1936, as managing director of the concorn, he was requested to 
Join the Party by the Kroisleitor; according to what I heard, 
however, his request for membership woo rejected by the Party Court 
since in former years ho had bolonged to a masonic lodge. This 
rejoction aaturelly became generally known and put Dr. BUTHPISCH 
into a difficult position with regard to the Gauleitunr and 
Krsisleitung and above all with regard to the workers of tno plans, 
the more so since all the other gentlemen of the plant manage¬ 
ment had meanwhile joined the Party. 
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(page 2 of ariginel) 

In order to escape all these difficulties,Dr. BUETSFISCH then 
complied with a renewed request from another quarter although 
I know that he was never a convinced National Socialist. On the 
contrary, I always marvelled at the courago with which ho sharply 
and publicly criticized National Socialist measures. In this 
connection for instance, I remember exactly thft, in the first few 
days of S<^ptarbor 1939,ho referred to the wantonly started rar 
cs sadness and a crime. Also during hia frequent visits to Linz, 
ho aide no bones about his opinion that tho Corwin war effort was 
useless and nonsensical. 

Lator I also hoard that Herr Dr. BUETSPISCH had boon given 
an honorary rank in tho SS. Howavor, I nover aaw him in unifora 
or wearing"a badge. On tho contrary, he always rofmincd from 
attending Party functions in Louna and ha was known for always 
using his influence for people who were in difficulties for 
political, racial or religious reasons. 

Professionally Dr. BUETTISCH rankod as ono of tho forawst 
experts in his fiold and we havo to thank hia for nrny suggestions 
in technical development. Through his advico he was a groat help 
to r.e in cy works management in linz. He oxpaotod tho plant 
managers to treat all 'orkers fairly and decently and during his 
visits he always asked for reports on the conditions of the vorkors 
and checked on tnese reports by making the round of tho plant 
which he usually visited twice a year.

Thuo, I 
did not ask Horr Dr. BU2T£?ISCH,first of all, whether ho belonged 
to tho Party, or whothor ho paid contributions to a formation, 
or whether ho had been nonorod in any other manner by Pay unit 
of tho Party whatsoever. I lenow th't this was often proscribed 
by local conditions or by other professional considerations. 
Through qy conversations I soon loarnod to *mow who 
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iorv SUDTDTISCS va«. I havo often talked with hie about things, 
vhich I only mentioned to people cf when I know that they thought 
ao I did, and that they did not Judge the political and cconoclc 
oituction other than I did. 

I consider specif duty-bound to adduce the following facto 
as example rnd cvidonce of tho inner fundamental pooitlon of 
Herr.Dr. BOTTZPISCH: 

In tho repeated conversations with Herr Dr. BUE731SCH 
prior to tho war,wo expressed our agreement in tho hope that 
the tochnical problcas were not to be rushed in thoir application 
to Industry: both of us considered nn ovor-toxlng of tho 
oconory,r.o a whole,hnmful. I cannot recall a siaglo statooont 
of Herr Dr. BUETXIISCH fron which or.o could doduco that ho hod 
n pooitivo attitude toward tho preparation for n war of aggression. 
On tho contrary, I have always aocortained a oonslblo rttitudo 
toward oconoalc problem in Horr Dr. 3UE7I5ISCK, and in thin 
connoction.lt always ca=o to tho fore Again'and again, that ho 
was c. typical representative of froo enterprise, who stood for 
intornotionol understanding in the technical sphere rnd thus 
stood in a glaring contrast to tho national Socialist con¬ 
ception of economy. 

During our conversations in tho courso of the vr. tho dis¬ 
cussion often turned tp tho onployraent of foroign workorn and 
to thoir billeting, feeding, end treatoent. Horr Dr. BUSES'ISCH 
always agrood with no, that it was self-understood 
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to exert the Mac effort* os behalf of orderly and decant treat¬ 
ment for hi* forci;;n worker*, irrespective.of thoir origin, as 
for the Goman follow-enployces. «b fur as I ro«=ber,Herr Dr. 
BUSCEyiSCH has rcpoatodly mentioned in thi* connection that the 
I.O., end thus also Horr Dr. BUSTS?ISCH .have done everything 
within 0*4* sphere of influence to improve the situation of the 
foreign worker* constantly. Burin; 1943 end 1944,whoa air-raid 
shelters of largo diconsioas had to bo eroctod a.alnst tho in¬ 
creasing air-attacks, we both were in a.Tcoacnt about the 
building of such shelters for foreign worker*, irrespective of 
what approvals were givon, and to what oxtor.t the satcrialo 
and tho lcbor-powor, r.oodod for tho construction of these *holtore, 
linndicapped tho rest of production. 

an additional cxasplo for tho attitude of Kerr Dr. B'JiTd?ISCH 
any bo gathorod fron tho following: Tlw fact that the plant 
folholn put to application tho high prcssurc-procet* of tho I.&. 
in ono section, nado it mandatory to install proper oxport 
oaploycoo. Tor this ourooso, 1.3. ?rrbcn placed tho chief chonist 
and an experienced hi.;h pressure Oborin genicur (aonior engineer) 
for tho supervision of tho rvoch*nic«l engineering at our dis¬ 
posal. 3oth non were certainly officient as checist rnd on;incor, 
and thoy brought a .;rc»t deal of operational oxpcricncc with 
thon. . Hovover, in tho course of tho years,it boenno apparent 
that neither of thon agreed with no In their political view* in 
any way. I even kAd cause to watch nyself with regard to critical 
statements in their presence, a thing which I did not experience 
with uy other co-workers. *>uring the war I spoke quite openly 
with Herr Dr. 3U3TSTISCH on the natter, no did not know 
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the political vicvs of these ^rc, hut he i=ediately declared 
binself ready to withdraw The dheaiet. Tao engineer was 
reprimanded, end ho did not get tho aronotion which he hai 
thought up in hie imagination. It would have boon impossible) 
for so to talk openly about theie thing* with Herr Dr. HUiTS-

AFFIDAVIT 

I, Dr. Ernst R. Fischer, risiding in Baden near 
Zurich, Parkstrasse, have had the significance of cn 
affidavit explained to ne. I declare on oath that ny 
statements conforn to the truth and wore nude for sub¬ 
mission os evidence to tho Military Tribunal in tho 
Palace of Justice, Nuremberg, Gornnny. 

I was born on 4 Hey 1397 at -Jaucburg/'Saale, attended 
tho Realgynnasiun there up to ay final examination, 
subsequently studied law, and in 1522 entered tho 
Chomische Pabrik Gricohoin-Elekcron. There I was first 
engage.d as assistant to tho personnel chief, la.tor in the 

. statistics department, and from the eotabliacmcnt of I,S>. 
until tho middle of 1932 as Prokurist in the central book¬ 
keeping dopartxent, Pron 1932 to 1945 I was sales manager 
for the mineral oil products of Sparte I of I.G, 

I have known Dr. Koir.rich Buotcfisch very well since 
1927 through our close professional co-operation and 
personal relations. I know the following in respect of 
his honorary rank with tho SS^ 

1) Tho relations of Buetefisch to the SS resulted 
from his technical c‘o-opc ration with Brabag (Preunkohlo- 
Benzin AG) and its Vorstand member, Fritz Xrmnefuss. 

Krcnefues was c relative of .'ilholn Kcpplcr who had 
a docisive influence in tho establishment of Brabag. ' ith 
tho establishment of Brcbaj, Eronciuss bccamo a Vorstand 
member of this company. In three of its projected plants 
Brabag decided to utilize tho I.G. high-prossurc process. 
This required very close technical co-operation with 
I.G. Therefore Professor -Crouch and, after his retirement 
in 1938, Dr. Buotcfisch was appointed technical consul¬ 
tant to the Vorstand of Brabag. 
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Through his objectivity, hi8 comprehensive technical 
knowledge, end also particularly es a result of his 
lack of ties Buetefisch was accorded great respect and . 
regard by Krancfuss. krar.cfuss was a peculiar character* 

I know hin well through collaboration over cany years 
and through porsoncl contacts. Ho was a high SS-Fuohrcr 
and thoroughly versed in tho precepts of tho SS, for 
oxanplo in its organizational concepts. Yet he was an 
idealist blessed with tho best of wills to do good; but 
ho lacked knowledge of tho world end reality and was in 
nood of hunen compassion. 'His connections with the P.oicho- 
fuohrur.g-SS enabled hin to intervene successfully in 
nunorous cnscB against noasurco of tho party'or S3 officos. 
Ho v/oo ononablc to reasonable arguments, and through 
hie it was possiblo to provent or compensate fornnny 
a stringent ncasurc. (Ueborgriffo). Buotofisch was nblo 
to uoo tho confidence ho enjoyed with Krenefusu, in 
nunorous instances, in ordor to intervene on behalf of 
political poroocuteoo or oppressed ueoplo. To illustrate, 
t recall inter alia eases A, von ffoinberg, Dr. Doonath, 
and Dr. Schaumburg. 

2) At tho beginning of 1939, Buotofisch was offered 
an SS rank by Xrmofuss. Euctcfioch avoided this 
offer for a long time and, to tho end, ho sought reasons 
fot not accepting tho offer of rank. It was hardly 
possiblo for euotcfisch to state his express and 
determined refusal of tho rank offered to him in the 
existing circumstances, since such a rofusni would at 
loast have meant tho end of collaboration with Krano- 
fuss. This would also have put an ond to the worth¬ 
while chance cf intervening in tho over increasing 
emergency eases on hohalf of oppressed persons. Quito 
apart from all other apparent consequences which ar. 
open refusal would have had.

I, Friedrich Wilhelm Ziervogel, residing at Eston- 
Bredeney, an Ruhrstein«49, have been told that I am 
liable for punishment for giving false testimony. I 
hereby declare under oath that my statement ia conform 
to the truth and was given to furnish evidence for the 
Military Tribunal at the Falade-of Justice, Nuernberg, 
Germany. . - , 

I was not a member of the Party and I possess a 
political exoneration certificate (Entlastunge-Zeugnis) 
on the basis of the regulations of Decree No. 79 of 
Military Government. From 1937 to 1945 I was chief busi¬ 
ness manager of the economic group Motor Fuel .Industry 
(KraftstoffIndustrie), since 1945 I an a Vorstand member 
of Buhrgas A.G. Essen. 

I have known Dr. Buetefisch oinco 1934, who was in 
the 3eirat (Advisory Board) and during.the war head of 
the economic group Motor Fuel Industry. As chief business 
manager I constantly had business with Dr. Buctefi3oh, 
whereby we often had occasion for private conversation. 

So frequently I spoke with Dr. 3uotefisch about tho 
various members of tho Beirat of the economic group, 
and in 1942 I was Motivated to inform Dr. Buetefisch o<* 
the fact that Herr ^ronefuss, a member of the Beirat. 
and whom I knfew to bo a Higher SS-Le3der, was trying to 
have me removed from my position. Ke know that I and 
also my deputy did not belong to the Party and in his 
opinion we did not have the necessary contact with tho 
Party offices. Dr. Buetefisch replied to mo that, an

that he never mentioned this fact nor in. or,/-.ay nude 
use of it or. the outside. I never sav. Dr. BuetefIdch 
wear a uniform nor a badge. I know thet the national-, 
-ocidist philosophy left him absolutely indifferent,and 
I nm convinced thrt 3uetefiach only accepted the honor

3rrr. or. 21 September 1902 I studied chemistry at the 
Technical Academy in Darmstadt starting 1921 and re¬ 
ceived my degree in 1928. In 1929 I entered the employ of 
the I.G. Parben Industrie Ludwigshafon-Oppau as a 
chemist, and from 193< until 1945 I worked at the Louna 
plant. • 

I was in close contact with Dr. Icinrich Buetefisch 
during ny activity at the Leuna plant. Since 1938, at kin 
request I had to work or. special chemical problems. In 
connection with reports on.them I had regular talks with 
him. Since 1943 I had to nake critical investigations 
in regard to certain special chemical rnd operational 
questions for Dr. &zetefisoh. This neceooitotod rnirront 
talks with him, mostly at intervals of only a few deye. 

Uy office, ainco the end of 1943, was situated clone 
to that of Dr. Buetefisch. I theroforo had a dose and 
constant insight into the intentions end measures of 
Dr. Buetefisch. This insight was also deepened through 
occasional conversations which I had with his secretary, 
Ilorr Seiler. 

By accident, during the war, 1 found out from an 
outside acquaintance that Dr. Buetefisch had received a 
rank in the S3. I could not tolievo this information at 
the time an'd fhr the following reasons. 

a) Neither I nor any of my acquaintances ever caw 
an outward sign that Dr. Duotofisch had an SB-r **' 
Dr. Buetefisch never, as far a3 I know, wore u 
SS uniform. He did not ever, wear an SS badge

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or any other National-Socialist insignia, not even 
on special occasion?, foj; instance, when representatives 
of higher State or Party Offices visited the Leuna 
plant. Hyr did I ever notice that he himself received "~ 
representativeo of 3S formations or had any connections 
with them. But it seems to me that it would hardly 
have been possible for Dr. Buetefisoh to have had close 
contact with the SS without ay or other people around 
him noticing it. The SS titlo of Dr. Buetefisoh was 
unknown not only at Leuna but, according to ay im¬ 
pression, also at all other places where Dr. Buetefisoh 
had functions and where I also went occasionally. 

b) But above all, the. assumption that Dr. Buotofioch carried 
an SS rank is hard to harmonize with his entire nature 
and attitude. Dr. 3uetofisch, in his thoughts and 
actions, was only guided by considerations of a purely 
technical, economic, and organisational character. 
Political considerations (for instanco, tho evaluation 
of a person according to ideological or racial principle) 
woro ontiroly foreign to him. His noi.-politleal nature 
and his marked matter-of-fact attitudo were tho epponito . 
of what ono would have oxpoctod from an SS leader. 

c) ' To that must be added that Dr. Buotefioch's relationship 

to National Socialism was not a good ono, according to 
my impression- Prom talks with Party aonboro who hold 
Party office X Kno, that he^od 

disapproved or by tho NSLA^ of a I^dge . On the other hand 
I know that Dr. Buetefisoh had a negative attitudo 
towards tho Party and its measures. For instance, his 
secretary, Hozrr Seiler, told me that Dr. Buotefisch 
regularly declined official invitations from Party and 
similar officers saying that, ho did not have any time 
for th»is "nwnaense". 
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concerning his particular attitude towards the S3 the 
following characteristic example is still in my memory 
TTnon, towards the end of^the \;ar, upon the order of 
Commissioner General Geilenberg, a large number of small 
gasoline production plants vserc built all over Germany, 
the S3 also undertook to construct a number of those 
plants. Dr. Buetefisch made sarcastic remarks about 
those measures not only being futile but also condemning 
the entire behavior of the SS in the strongest terms.

When I loft 
Uniliven in 1940 - or rather when I was thrown out - 
wo did not pay any more and the fira to Vrhom I belon¬ 
ged afterwards, I did not make any contributions. I 
said to Krsnefuos aftor I had boon troatod in that 
way by Gooring and Hcydrich, etc. I refused to moke 
any more contributions. Mr. Kranefuss could understand 
that. I told him on tho sane occasion that ho should 
refrain from sending mo ny more invitations in the 
futuro. But he thought I would only make it easier 
for tho men around Heydrich to take stops gainst me.

dcr to prevont people froa trying to brock the regime 
down. Of course, I could refute everything th*t is 
being ccici rbout me, but I don't want to do that, 
for this particular reason." Those arc tho two 
outstanding points which I remember from his speech. 

F: Now, Ur.Bloceing, what I would bo interested 
in is the question, wore you over proeent at cny 
of the meetings during which either by lecture or 
in any othor way the topic was: Jewish persecution 
and during which you were invited to take part in 
Jewish persecution ? 

A: I never heard anything like that in that Circle 
at all. The Jewish persecution was never discusecd. 

Page 5700: 

F: Did ever, in your presence or did other non 

who were present at a gathering which you did not 
attend, did they ever hear anything or toll you about 
it, that the SS, or shootings, mess murders, executions, 
cruelties and tho extermination of whole races were 
discussed, any of those subjects, ^nd do you remember 
having heard cny of these measures being mentioned 
as necessities of the conduct of war ? 
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A, No, I cennot remember ever having hccrd anything 
connected with it from this circle, never. 

The president: Cen you give us the date of your 
last attendance at c meeting of the Circle ? 

The Witness: I think, your Honor, that wee January 
or February 1945; but I do not remember quite correct¬ 
ly. Those meetinge were often interrupted by bombings 
and cir attacks. Sometimes they were cancelled alto¬ 
gether . 

By Dr.Plrochsncr: Yes, of course, well in February 
19-15. Berlin was not such c very comfortable plrco 
to sit in, war it ? That wee very herd - 

3y the president: Nero you present at the mooting, 
where, I think it r»ae KXancfuoe delivered an eulogy 
on Kcydrich ? 

The Nitnoeo: No, your Honor, I wserf t. 

F: Korr Blessing, in connection with the question 
v/o cliscueecd before thu recess, I h~vo one more ques¬ 
tion to put to you. In this circlo or on some other 
occa.eion did you over hoar anything rbout oxporimonte 
carried out on inoatos, concerning gassing, extermi¬ 
nation machines and similar things ? 

A: No, never. I novor hccrd anything about it. 

F: Did you attend a mooting dering which Korr 
Oblondorf gave a lecture concerning hie experience 
in the Crimea ? 

A: I never heard any lecture of that kind end I 
had no knowledge that Heir Ohl.ndorf had been on the 
Crimea. I know Herr Ohlendorf ns the representative 
of the director of the Roichs group Commerce and 
later on, as ministerial director in the Reich

Before the end of the war I had no knowledge whatever 
that Dr.Buetefisch held an honorary rank in the SS. In 
any case I never ear/ hia in uniforn or with an SS insig¬ 
nia and.having'in pivd his behaviour in other respecte 
I never could have surmised that he had a close contcct 
with the SS. He had common interests of a nultifcrious 
nature with Herr Xranofuse through the management of the 
Braunkohle-Benzin A.G. (BRABAG), and probably clso in the 
Wirtschnftsgruppe (Economic Group) Motor Fuel Induetry. 
When I met the two '’ontlemen together on or.o occasion 
or e.nother I never gathered the impression that their 
close relationship had anything to dd with, say the SS, 
in which Krancfuee played a special rolo.

Thus, Dr .Buetofisch beccne a r.enber of the Vorstrnd 

of the Brcbng in 1938. The Vorstrnd visited the plants

at certain intervals; on such occasions we gladly took 
advice from Dr.Buetcfisch in questions relating to con¬ 
struction piano and production. 

In ny own case his suggestions were definitely Uni¬ 
ted to technical natters. He took no interest in af¬ 
fairs concerning plcnt nanarenert and in labor questions, 
inrsnuch re euch ratters were not his responsibility 
as agreed. 

After the outbreak of war in 1939 the visits to the 
plants dcecroosod in froquen cy as tine wont on for 
rocnone of transportation, and the cectings of the 
Vorsfend wore held in Berlin, to which the plant 
nrnngcrs (Wcrkslcitcr) wero invited in addition to 
the Vorstrnd. 

The following ;ersone belonged to tho Vorotand pro- 
por: tho Herron Krrnofuse, von Bockclberg, Tange, 
Wucrzncr, Hochschwondcr, Lindonberg and Buetcfisch. 
Chucdcn end fforthnann attended tho ncctinga regularly, 
and, for tho technical section, the plant nnnngore 
T/agncr, ~illo and I. 

Xrancfues, who probably was tho "prinus inter pares" 
in the Vorstrnd, pieced great value on the participa¬ 
tion of Buetofisch, for xrancfues hineolf was not a 
technical nan -nd had to depend on technically eour.d 
ncaeurcs regarding his conoercial work. Tic techno¬ 
logists greatly welconcd tho collaboration of Dr.Buctc- 
fisch, beccuso wc had c 
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counterweight in hici against Ercncfuss, who wee ex- 
trcaely egocentric. 

In thie connection Dr.Buotefisch ,in the interest 
of us,all was able quickly end skilfully to divert 
or prevent nrny c rreh ret by Hrancfuse. In every 
respect he was r powerful cour.tcrpole to Krenefues. 

Only he who actually shared all these experiences 

cm npprocidc the difficult situation in which Dr.Buote- 

fisch often found hiueclf. Dr.Buotofieoh was only rblo 

tc effect this lind of cocproflieo by cooperating with 

ICrrnofusc in the way of c colleague . The 1-tter , who 

recognized rnd estccncd the valuable qualities of 

Buctcfiech, wo trying to honor hie, re far re I an 

awr.ro by usia* his influence with tho SS to krve an 

S3 rrnk conferred on bin. Although 3uctcfisch, c.e 

beca.no known, v.ra opposed to accepting this rank, 

ho ultinctoly accepted, it probably early in 1939, 

in order to avoid disturbing tho relationship which

h d been bo enoothly initinted/.vae of advrntego to us 
all, for Kranofuss was a l.ypcrscnsitivo person end easily 
offendod. One thing I bolieve I can ory on tho basis of 
ny Information, nancly, that Dr. Buctefisch novor nado uso 
of the honor for his personal gain, in fact that ho nevor 
go such as oxploitod it externally. I never saw hiu in

He' never discussed tho subject with 
no or hinted at it, but 
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often enough, ho voiced his dissatisfaction with 
the system and its decrees, and urs not sparing In the 
use of sharp words of criticism with regard to individual 
Party members. 

. •• Kis attitude towards Kranefuss, howevor, 
enabled Buotefisch to intercede on behalf of us 
technical experts all the core vigorously. I know that 
in 1944 Kranefuss prossed for ay di3aissal fron tho 
post of works nanagor in Bohlen, because J did not havo 
tho nocossary qualifications, according to his political 
concepts. A gonoral plotting of the Pafty agencies was 
sot in motion for tho purpose of gathering evidence 
against me. In this connection Dr, Buotefisch novor 
ceased to influence Kranofuss until tho lattor abandoned 
his do3igno and until the management of tho plant re¬ 
mained in the hands of a technical instead of a political 
nan. 

Still othor oxamnloo of similar events could bo 
cited. On such ocoaeiono Buotefisch always ohloldod 
his colloaguoo, technical men and worlaaon, and it is 
worth noting thnt ho invariably woo ablo to got his 
\7ay in tho calm and ncttor-of-fact manner, that Krane¬ 
fuss rospocted. 

I am of tho opinion that tho relations of Dr. 
Buotofisch to Kranefuss, as a highor SS loader, wero 
not based on a common attitude toward the tondoncios 
of tho SS, but exclusively on ob^cctivo points of view.

the cheaicrl factory Grieehoio-Slcktron. After the 
coreor of thie fira with tho I.G. r-rbeninluctrie a.G. 

I was employed ae Prokuriet of tnc Central Boo3:keoping 
Dooc.rtnont of tho I.G. in Prrnkfurt/Siain until tho r.idd- 
lo of 1932. Proa 1932 until 1945 1 Pee crloe mrn-gcr for 
tho problem products of tho I.G.; during tho wrr ny 
onployn.'nt was suspended because of ny service in the 
Reich Econocic L'inistry. 

2. I htvo known Dr.Buotcfiech for many yonre both 
personally r.nd in business. In Berlin no shared an 
office which he used during his frequent presence 
in Berlin. Consequently I stood on who closest 
torus, personally and professionally, with Dr.Buote- 
fioch durir.6 tho cany years of ay -ssocia.tion with 
hin t‘ rough ay work. I wee frequently present at his 
discussions and negotiations, including occasions when 
thoso did not directly concern ao. 

I learned of tho donation of nonoy by the-I.G. to 
the SS when I was present at a conversation 
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which took piece, so far"ns I remember, at the end 
of 1941 between Herr Krcncfues end Dr.Buotefiseh. 

In the course of the conversation, which concerned 
in general the affairs of the BRABAG, Krnnefuss rs- 
kod Buetefiech end eg whether tho I.G. end the KINTI* 
OEL wore willing to participate in c donction for the 
SS. At tho tine I immediately refused this request 
with the comment that the KONTIKENTOEL already had 
higher bank debts then tho Voretcnd could bo respon¬ 
sible for. Buotofiech expressed his astonishment 
thrt Krcncfuss too was running rround now with the 
collecting box: he or.de eovcrr.l remarks indicating 
hie objection to “11 euch donation? which usually 
solved other purposes then those r proeented.There¬ 
upon Xr.'nofuss gr.vc the assurance thrt this donrtion 
would be used only for Christmas relief measures for 
tho survivors of frllon SS men. Buctofisch thon poin¬ 
ted out .0 xr^nofuee thrt he hr.d no authority to make 
appropriations of gifts, but at the request of Xranc- 
fuss ho agrcod to turn the matter over to Gehein- 
rat Schmitz. Sinco tho affair did not concern me, 

I did not follow it up, end consequently I do not 
now whether or not tho I.G. officials authorized to 
make donations complied with the wishes of the SS. I 
assure, however, thrt tho affair concerned r letter 
of thanks by the SS to Buctofisch for having received 
a donation, in which matter Buctofiech served only 
as an intermediary without authority or initiative 
in the matter.

he was me roly listed as being on the staff of Himmler. 
Through his friendly relationship with Hinclor icrnno- 
fues wee frequently in a position, moreover, to help 
non in rivato business obtain honorary ranke or pro¬ 
motions. In such cases he proposed their nemes to Hitnn- 
lcr, who then would iesuo the necessary orders. 

I know that Koppl-r end Krrnofuss alco sponsored tho 
so-called Frcundeekroi3 (Circle of Friends). 
I do not know in detail how this Circle canc into being 
or how it was made up. This Circle had no officicl con¬ 
nections with the offices or formations of tho SS, and 
it had no influence on the leadership of tho SS. It was 
known to only s few SS lenders in any case. The 
Rcichsfuehror himself seemingly regarded this Circle 
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as cerely c kind of ceens of contcct between the 
bueiness end industry on the one hend end the SS, 
on the other hend, end for this purpose he node use 
of Kepplcr end Srencfuee, who had leading positions 
in business.

I heroby declare on oath that the following state¬ 
ments jie the truth and that they have been node in or¬ 
der to be submitted os evidence to the Military Tribunal 
in the prince of Juetice, Nuernberg, Germany. 

I have known Fritz Xrancfuee, the Voretcnd of the 
Brsunkohlo-Ecnzi.n-rerke, eince about 193"; before then, 

I had heerd of hia end occasionally soon him. At that 
title ho was employed in £ Jcwieh banking concern in Hanno¬ 
ver - I bolievo the nano of the company was "Meyer". In 
lr.tcx years, during the period of about 1956 to the ond 
of 1944, I regularly gave modicol r.dvico and troa.tnont 
to Horr Kranofuse rr.d his family. I enmo to know him ns 
a sensitive, soft and yielding person, who always dasired 
the best for himself, hie family and his working asso¬ 
ciates, but lot hir.solf be influenced easily by others - • 
net alvtays to his own advantage. Ho nevor harbored 111 
will, but gladly did good for ethers and helped them 
whorovor ho cculd. particularly in my sphorc of activi¬ 
ties, industrial sanitation, health welfare measures 
and the establishment of plant codicol service st the 
various plants of the largo industrial concerns, 
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I rlwcye found his eapport, with the result th/'t I 
was able to help aany persons who were in need end 
who were being persecuted. He code no discrimina¬ 
tion on the beeis of origin, religious creed, race or 
political convictions. Thus, through his agency ,1 was 
able to obtain the relapse from the concentration 
cam: e» to give help to, or to save the lives of, the 
following persons: Holkenbuhr, formerly member of the 
Roichstag as a Social Deaocret: the loader of the 
Social Democrat Students' League, Dr.Carlo Mierendorf: 
various clergymen and a number of l.ndors of the 
Austricn resistance movement. 

Krr.nofuss wnxi on friendly terms with Roichsfueh- 
ror Himmler end, as I wee able to obeorve tine and 
again, thought a groat docl of him personally end be¬ 
lieved in him. He considered Himmler a very diecroot 
and proper pereon, from whom he would novor have 
oxpoctcd any crimincl acts. I never hoard from Krcne- 
fuss that tho extermination measures - of which I 
also hoard nothing until tho war was over - hod been 
taking place and wero known to him* Since it was 
otherwise his practice to impart to no everything 
that was on his mind, I confidently believe that he 
would have discussed tbie matter with mo, because, cs 
an extremely eendtivo person, the knowledge of inhu¬ 
man actions would certainly have so upset him that 
ho would have discussed then with mo as his father 
confessor. He condemned the coercive measures of 
tho Third Reich, especially the policies toward the 
Jons, and he cxproeeod his objections to the esta¬ 
blishment of concentration camps end ghottos. 
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I happen to know that Herr Krnnofuse was a cloee 
collaborator of Dr.Buetefisch in industry. He thought 
g great docl of tho knowledge end ability of Dr.Buote- 
fiech, with whom he oeco into a closer personal end 
hunen contact when the wife of Dr.3uetcfiech boerne 
seriously ill. At the request of Krrnofues I was con¬ 
sulted for sdvicc r.nd diagnosis ond,as a result,I 
also becanc better acqurinted with Dr Buctefiech. h*o 
gave ao the inpreesien of cn intelligent, coaroecd 
and objective scientist. I have never heard anything 
in regard to political activity on his part.

Ai No. Surprising as it cay sound, it is a fact 
that in thie circle which was contored on the Fuehrer's 
Plenipotentiary for economy no important economic quostionB 
or problems wore ever discussed let alono political 
questions. The answer to this question is all the closrer to 
me because I myself have often wondered that Kcppler did 
not even try to bring up such problems for discussion.

A: Yhen we were at dinner wc really discussod i^nly 
such questions as just indicated by Your Honor - objects 
of general family nature or other personal character. 

Aftor dinner I personally tried at least on various occa¬ 
sions to get n small table and to sit together with 
economists whom I knew to have the &ano opinion as mino, 
especially during tho war - or at lonst I acsucod that thoy 
had it - in order to discuss with thoso gontlcmon, for 
instanco, more and moro during tho war, to discuoo ay

Q: Horr lindomann, you r.lrosdy nontionod a v.hilo ago 
that during the war, officials fron the highest Reich 
ngonnioo wore lnvitod and these officials at tho saao timo 
wero moubors of the SS, as for 
Pa£o_2j)66S 

oxanplo, Schicbcr and Kchrl. Did you over notico whothor 
one or tho othor monbcr3 of tho Circle had discussions with 
those gentlemen concerning armament contracts or State 
methods or policies of war or anything of the kind ? Aftor 
all, “orr Schiebor - if I remember correctly - was a 
loading official in the armament ministry, wasn't ho? And 
Kohrl, after nil, was also in tho armament industry, and 
ho more specifically was the control office whore every¬ 
thing nano together,that is, in the planning office. 

My question now is: Do you know anything about whether a 
member of the Circle had used such ncctings and tried to 
discuss with those gentlemen armament 
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contreots or anything of tfce/kind, or at least to moke 

tho first contact there or to conolude the bargeins already 

begun? 

As Well, I personally have no experience in that 
fiold and I had r.o opportunity and r.o reason whatsoever 
and I didn't observe it either. If, for instance, I had had 
an activity in tho armament industry in 3one manner, end 
if from that activity I had dealings with the office or 
this sphere of work, of which Schiobor or Zohrl wore in 
ohargo, be It in an official character or in n business way, 
and if anyhow I had discussions to conduct with them in 
their officos, wo 11 , thon, I could havo thouglt that of 
courso I would havo usod this opportunity which was givon 
to no in a natural way to discuss matters with thon which 
normally I would havo discussod in thoir officos. 

Q: '("itnoss, my question wan oousod by tho assumption 
made by tho Prosecution that tho members or rather tho 
participants in tho Circle of Prionde used this Circle in 
order to conduct thoir business donlo with tho Government 
agonoies or the ministries which wore tho representatives 
of the Stato and to concludo thoir bargains with more oaoo, 
and I think that I underctord you correctly if you say 
this is out of the question; but, of course, if one had

problems which came from such official connections, well, 

thon, of course, one would use evory opportunity, and also 

tho occasion of such a friendly meeting, in order to dis¬ 
cuss these matters and to straighten out possible diffi¬ 
culties as easily as possible, is that correct? 

A: Yes* but personally at least I have no knowledge 
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of members of this Circle using their membership as such 
or having the opportunity tomse the membership to 
conduct such business deals. 


The Prosocution assumes 
that those evening meetings of tho Circle of Friend6 
were to havo been usod to secure for the Government ngonnioo 
and for tho armament industries, valucblo information 
and advice as to .the conduct of tho nor. Prom your own 
knowlodge, what dr you know about it, and what did you 
hoar about that froa othor members who ;?oro bettor in¬ 
formed than you?

Q: Harr Lindomnnn, this morning during the direct c::a~ 
nination you spoke of a lecture which Hinnlor gave in 
the yoar of 1943 in his headquarters. Dr you know of any 
other locturco, and dr yru roooeber any during which 
Himulor cade a big spoonh towards tho gontlcnon rf the 
Circle of Friend6? 

A: Yes. I ronenbor the words because first of all,

I cannot recall any details of that 
speech, but I know that ct that occasion — oh, no, perhaps 
just now I could refresh ay nocory, and I think that 
what happened was the following: In Berlin, first of all, 
an SS leader, who was a nonber of that police institute, 
gave a lecture on the subject, and then Hicnlcr got up 
and ho hinself added to that lecture. I think that's the 
way it was. Then in Quodlinburg when we or.ne fron Sachson- 
hnin and wont to Quodlinburg, after all that was quito a 
road pieco of — wo had to go to Quodlinburg and wo errived 
there in the ovoning, and thorc wc wore invited to dinner 
b$ Hinnlor. Othor persons took part on that dinner. Thoy 
didn't holong to our circle.si don't know to what cirolo 
thoy actually bolongod, but there wore soao ladies with 
then.

Thorc is no 
ovidcnco that the orininal activitioo of tho SS wore 
discussed. As a nattor of fact, it was tho policy of 
Hinnler to conceal thon. As a port of tho progran usually 
thoro wore talks end sonotines showing of filns on 
subjoots foreign to tho war such as tho Tibet oxpodition, 
in which Hinnler was interested, to which, with one cx_ 
podition, in which Hinnlor was interested, to which, with 
ono exception later discussod, no criminal significance 
nay be ascribed. There is credible oyidonoc that Kinulor 
was r nan of dual personality or. tho ono hand a gcntlcocn 
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r.ith cultural interests end on the other an inhunen 
nonstor.

Fron the outbreak of war onwards I worked 
primarily in the Fuehrer Headquarters us liaison 
officer of the T/affen-SS. After recovering fron an 
illness I was transferred in September 1943, to 
Italy ae Supreno SS- and Police Puohror. 

2. ) I nade the ccqudntanco of Dr. Heinrich Buotefisch 

through the so-called Friends' Circle (Freundeskreis) 
of the Hoichsfuohror-SS. As far as I renenbor ho was 
invitod. to the social 'ovoning of the Circle fron 
1939 on,at the instigation of Eranefuos with whon 
ho worked professionally in tho 3rabeg (Frr.un- 
kohle-Benzin A.G.). 

3. ) In the sane year (1939) Xrcnefuos suggested that 

Dr. Euetofisch be granted an SS rank (Oborsturn- 
fuohrer) on the grounds that ho was a leading 
technichn in industry and was hold in greet osteen 
there as an upright, frank, end honest nan. 

Buotefisch's further promotions up to the rank of 
Obersturmbannfuehror followed automatically. 

It involved granting a purely formal rank of 
honorary Fuehrer (Skrcnfuehrc-r). To cy knowledge, 

Dr. Buetefisch did not serve in the SS, end did 

not belong to any detachment (Vorbar.d). I cannot recall

) Tho osteon and rogatd accorded to Dr. Buotofisch in 
the Friends' Circlo of the Roichsfuchror-SS re¬ 
sulted from hi3 technical achievements and human 
qualities; they did not result from any special Tarty 
or S3 services, since Dr. Buotcfisch hed porforned no 
such services and, to my knowlodgo, had not bocono 
a nonber of tho Party until 193B. 

Dr. Buetefisch became known to tho '.eichsfuohror-SS 
through being prenontod in the customary nannor in tho 
Friends' Circle. He did not enter into any closer per¬ 
sonal relationship to hin. 

As already mentioned, Dr. 3uctofisch never handled 
business natters of his firm with me or, as far as 
I know with other SS offices, with the exception 
of the described discussion ir. 1941. It cannot, there¬ 
fore, be maintained in any way that Dr. Buetefisch 
acted os a liaison mam between I.G. and SS. Nor 
was he ever considered as such by the SS.

Dr. Buetefisch visited the Auschwitz pi nt only vary seldoa; accordIn 
to uy estimte -»nco or toric^ a year at the utnost. Ho sr.y not have boon 
in Auschwitz for a whola yocr. I an certain >f the facts nentimod above, 
since I always had to buy the’necessary tickets and sloepor rosorv'tions 
for all the trips and thus,i/always very rtjll ipoformd about 
Dr. Buetefisch's travwxs.

In this capacity it was ay duty 
to plan and supervise tho Methanol- and Isotutyl-plants which woro to 
be erocted at Auschwitz. 3ecauso of this position of nine I know tho 
following about the oroction and nansgosont of the Auschwitz plant: 

Auschwitz was a ccabination plant of the branches 2 and 1. 

Branch 2 was represented above all through tho Ludwigohafon plant. 
L c una was considered as a typical plant of branch 1. Auschwitz was 
planned ns a &mrv-'York by Iudwigshafcn and Lcuna Joined it with a 
oynthooio-Installation for enrbev-hydrogon. Honco tho specifications, 
plans, drawings for branch 2 at Auschwitz ox%lnatod from Ludwigs- 
hafon, thoso for branch 1 froa Lcuna. 

Dr. Aobros boca=o the exponont of branch 2 at Auschwitz, Dr. 
Buetefisch tho exponont of branch 1. Chief (Loiter)of tho Bana- 
section (branch 2) was Dr. Eisfold. of tho Lcuna-Section (Branch l) 

Dr. Brans. Dr. Ifcerrfeld was in chargo of the construction of the 
entire plant. The liaison nen Dr. Sisfeld and Dr. Braus workod in 
close connection with the particular officials (Sachbcarboiter)on tho 
subjo^t at Leuna and Ludwigshafen. Vlth regard to the developoent of 
their fabrications they received their directions fron the main plants 
and had to see to it that the plans and demands of the individual 
branches at Auschwitz agreed. 
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The plant n a n a g ccent at Auschwits wap Independent and followed only 
roughly the outline* of the 1,0, general policies, Consequently the 
sianageoent of the branches and/or the gentleaed appointed by It had 
very little influence upon local condition*; an influence on dotallu 
was according to the general cu*tos* of the I.G. neither Intended nor at 
all possible. 

Auschwitz, a* far a* raw aaterlals aro concerned, looked out for 
it* needs all alone and also independently took caro of tho procurcaont of 
labor. Of course, at acetings and conferences at Ludwigshafen, Berlin, 
Leuna or Auschwitz where building plans were discussed, possible contin¬ 
gent difficulties woro pointod out tut theso questions roceivod only 
very general consideration.

The Vcffotand will manage the c cep any under ito own 
reaponaibility. It has, in this sphere, the power 
to take Independent decisions. This de¬ 
fines his conduct towarda the other organs of the administrati on. De¬ 
cisions concerning the conduct of the Joint-stock company, soasuroo 
concerning the business management cannot be taken by the other organa 
of the administration. The articles of incorporation cannot confe? 
these rights to the Aufsichtsrat. The Aufsichtsrat cannot usurp thorn. 
(Artlclo 95, par. 5, annotation 18, seq.) Hor can the General l.eeting 
arrogate to itself decisions in quostions toucning upon the business 
management.

Those rules brought about a fundamental change ao couparod with 
tho formor law.

As p. duty which aay bo assigned to tho chairnrn by tho nrticlco 
of incorporation tho chairaanship of tho 
gonoral noeting, which is not rcgulr.tod by tho law, 
any bo nrcod. It is to bo assuuod, furthuraoro, that-tho articles of 
incorporation aay confor upon tho chairann tho legal right to ro- 
prosont tho Aufsiehtsrat (article 97, per. 1) (Schlcgolbcrgor annotat¬ 
ion 9).

Articlos 95 through 97 concern tho dutioe of. end rights 
ensuing to tho Aufalchtsrnt (supervisory board). Tho Aufaichta- 
rat Is that organ of tho corporation which has to exporviso tho 
buoinoss managed-nt of tho Vorstrnd (paragraph (l)). Tho Aufoichts- 
rat ncy'In exceptional cabob also bo the organ of r<prosontation, 
particularly, according to tho poBitivo, logal provision of Articlo 
97, vhon undertaking logal transactions with Vorstend lecbors, 
or when suing thon, and also pursuant to Articlo 199 (2), in 
a ouit of icpoachnont.

Thoso provisions indicato that tho chairaon is 
to be considered »e the KAHAOS AKD AS REP2ES2TTATITS of tho 
AUFSICHTSHAT. Consequently ho is also its ppokosnan, and authorized 
and obligated to uake public stetODwnts for tho Aufstchtsrat 
only (but not of his own opinions), and if they aro in writing 
to sign thon, pnd to anounco and publish rosolutlons. 

The chairnan of tho Aufsichtsrat, who is by cu3toa obllgod 
to nrnege tho OZM S BAL K22?IW>, shpll do so, however, only if ex¬ 
pressly so provided by tho statutes.

In article 95 the basic provisions regarding tho functions and 
rights of the Aufsichtsrat are contained . Tho overlapping of- 
function* of tho individual organs of tho Joint stock company , 
possible therefore , are dono away with and a clear demarcation 
lino is drawn between tho duties of tho Aufsichtsrat and tho Vor- 
stand . Tho Vorstand has to manage the company , the Aufsichtsrat 
has to supervise tho management (par.l) . Fanagcrial functions 
cannot be dologatcd to tho Aufsichtsrat any more . ( par.5) .

VII Aufsichtsrat and I'anagcsunt ( par.5 ) . 

1 General remarks . 

In Art. 246 par. 3 of the Cceeorcial Law Code tho law valid 
heretofore, it was established : " other additional functions of the 
Aufsichtsrat will be established by tho articles of incorporation ." 
This provision has led to a disastrous development , removing the 
Aufsichtsrat cccplctoly free his position as a supervisory organ and 
making it tho actual manager of the company . At the same tioo the 
Vorstand became more and acre dependent on the Aufsichtsrat and 
wa3 degraded to on executory organ of tho latter. 

The Joint stock cccpany law constitutes a break with this deve¬ 
lopment and reestablishes tho vanished separation between management 
and supervision of the management . The functions of both organs 
arc sharply dccarkcd freo each othor . The Vorstand / has to 
manage the company under its own responsibility ( art.70 par.l ) 
tho Aufsichtsrat has to supervise tho aanagcaont ( art. 95 , par. 1). 
In order to prevent an overlapping of the functions in tho future 
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it is stqted explicitly by per. 5 that managerial functions could not 
be transferred to the Aufsichtsrat .

2. Ganpulsory law 

The Aufsichtsrat aay only assume managerial functions assigned 
by lar^ Neither by tho general meeting of shareholders nor by the 
stottf-es cay other functions be delegated .

a) Compulsory provisions 


Tho concept of a Vorsitzer of tho Aufsichtsrat is not new . It has 
boon introduced in law for the first time by Art. 244a cocecrcial law 
csdo. Tho amendment to tho Joint stock company law did not contain 
any provision as to his a-'pointoent and his legal status . 

The Joint stock company law could not lot it go at this regulation 
aftor presupposing not only the Vorsitzor of tho Aufsichtsrat as a 
natter of fact , but also assigning to him cccpulsory functions, parti¬ 
cularly participation in rogistnting legally binding declarations . 

His appointment could thus not bo loft to the articlos of incorporation, 
but had to bo provided for by compulsory law . At tho saco fcimo something 
had to be said about tho manner of his appointment , particularly , if 
he is anpointod by the stock holdors mooting, ns tho olocted organ of 
tho members of the Aufsichtsrat or by tho Aufsichtsrat from its midst .

Kith regards to the rights of tho Vorsitzor it has only been 
provided by articlo 92 of the law that ho has to 3ign tho record of 
the agenda and resolutions of the Aufsichtsrat . Otherwise vory few 
provisions exist in which functions and rights of the Vorsitzer have 
been mentioned , rvmely art. 93 ( right of decision about participation 
in sessions of the cctcitees) , art. 94 ( Convening the Aufsichtsrat ), 
art. 95 par. 2 ( reports of the Vorstand) , 
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art. 141 par. 3 ( <rc?aination of auditing reports by the Vorsitzer 
of the Aufsichtsrat of the auditing ccepany ) , art. 151 
(registration of the resolution to increase the capital ) and article 
180 ( registration of the decrease of capital ) t 

In tho reasons it has been stated , that n the Vorsitzer has not 
been given tho right to cast the deciding vote in the case differences 
of opiniorjyanSng tho members of the Aufsichtsrat , similar to the 
right of the Vorstend to cast tho deciding vote ’’ that " he rather 
has to perform the usual functions of tho president of a gremiun " . 

Among these functions cay bo the chairmanship in sessions of the 
Aufsichtsrat as troll as the preparation and execution of its resolutions. 
"A delegation of functions . involving decisions to the Vorsitzer of 
the Aufsichtsrat has not been considered . " 

It will be shown by an examination of the legal status of tho Vorsitzer 
of the Aufsichtsrat under this aspect that ho has pursuant to tho 
functions allotted to hin by law , all tho usu-1 rights of a Vor3itzor 
of a gremiun .(XG J AO A 87) .Ho has to prepare tho sossions of tho 
Aufsichtsrat , to convono it and to preside , he has to prepare tho 
resolutions of tho Aufsichtsrat and to axcocuto thorn. Ho is authorized 
to sigh resolutions passed in tho name of tho Aufsichtsrat for tho 
purpose of publication and to accopt declarations of third partios 
nffocting tho Aufsichtsrat , e.g. notifications of third parties or 
resignations of ccabors of tho Vorstand . Ho is not ontitlod to 
roprosont" tho Aufsichtsrat on tho outsido (BCZ.66,?69). He is not 
an organ of tho company administration , but only a ncobor of an 
organ of the coaptny adainistration . (KG. JPG.l, 225) . For this 
reasons his declarations are of no logal significance for the company 
or tho Aufsichtsrat, 00 tho outsido , unless they conforn with re¬ 
solutions passed by tho Aufsichtsrat or havo been subsequently approved 
by tho Aufsichtsrat .( RGZ . 90, 207)'. 

Additional functions and rights of tho Aufsichtsrat nay bo d^ogatod to 
tho Vorsitzer of tho Aufsichtsrat in his own right by the artidos of 
incorporation . ,; ith regard to functions involving tho asking of 
decisions only such functions nay be delegated to him which havo 
not already been assignod by law to the Aufsichtsrat as such . If the 
law itself assigns authority to eako decisions to a cortain organ it 
thereby prohibits tho delegation of this function to an individual 
menbor of this organ ( conf. JFG. 1,226 for the caso of delegation by 
the articles of incorporation ) . This intontion of tho legislator is

This institution is typical of German law and stands 
opposite the Vorstand as an independent organ of administration 
and control. Host other laws arc different . They only know a 
Verwaltungsrat ( conseil d ' administration , board of directors) . 

In Germany opinion regarding the Aufsichtsrat is not undivided . It is 
pointed out more and more , that in the ease of big companies the 
Aufsichtsrat is not in a position any core to fulfill the supervisory 
functions with which ho hao been chargod by lar . 

These experiences will not be without significance for the struc¬ 
ture of the QnbH . 
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Tho appointment of an Aufsichtsrat is not nandatory here . If there is 
one it is to have the sace position as in the casp of the Aktiengesoll-' 
schaft . It has the saoe rights and duties . This too can be changed 
by the articles of incorporation , by which the .‘.ufsichtsrat nay be 
shaped to conform with the circumstances of the individual case.

Alrcrdy nrny ycera prior to the outbrerk of tho wr.r 
1939-1945 it wes expressed in the internetionrl trr.do 
litorr.ture thrt, in erse of possible hostilities, new 
high-explosives on the besis of hoxogene, in eddition 
to trinitrotoluol, tho explosive used during the world 
wr.r 1914- 1918, would plcy rn inportrnt end perhrps r. 
decisive role, end conponents of r. new kind, ospocirlly 
nitrogurnidin, wore rlso under discussion fir tho nrnu¬ 
frcturc of powder.

The total quantity of hexogcnc production up to 
tho outbreak of tho war mounted to 700 tons. If ono 
wants to estinato tho significance this quantity had 
on tho conduct of tho war, ono can conpero it first 
with the quantity which was actually producod in Gor- 
na.r.y during the war, or ono coupe res it with tho quan¬ 
tity for which la.tor on production capacit fco had c.ctur 
boon established, cr one conpe.rco it with tho quantity 
which tho Gorman Gonoral Staff denonded as absolutely 
necessary for tho conduct of tho war. 

During the period fron 1 Scptcnbor 1939 till tho end 
of 1944 79.709 tons were produced in Gcrnrny. Tho 
Goman pre-war production of 700 tons mounts to 
1038 than 1 of the Gerncn war production. 

Tho Gerncn war production has not reached by far tho 
lovcl which, on tho basis of the available hoxogono 
capacities, would bo conputcdi especially towards tho 
end of the war the factories, due to lack of raw nctorl 
woro operoting only at a frretion of their capacities. 
Any limitations owing to lack of raw material did not 
oxist prior to the war. Measured on tho quantity of 
about 150.000 tons, which tho Gornan hoxogono factories

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the Gerncn pre wer production with even loss thrn 0.5$ 
of the just stilted possible production r.ssuncs r still no: 
nodost cspect. 

The Gernrn General Staff, during tho war, dcnrndcd tho 
estrblishnent of capacities for rn annual production 
of 100,000 tons end tho construction of Reich-owned 
plants, crpeble of such e production capacity, had 
actually been strrtod. Tho Anericrn ccprcitios rro said 
,to hrve boon considerably greeter. 1 .s nersured on theso 
figures the Gorarn quantities on hend appear to bo down¬ 
right insignificant. 

If one rerlizos the fret thrt, of the 700 tons of hoxo- 
gono which were produced in Gemeny up to tho outbreek 
of tho war, considerable quentities wore used for cx- 
porinentel purposos, so thrt, if rny stockpiles oxiotod 
ct all, they only mounted to c fen hundrod tons,ono 
cones to the result thrt perhaps n supply sufficient for

b). If one puts up tho question as to the cvrilrblo 
capacities ot tho beginning of tho wr.r rnd lctor on, 
tho result will bo rs follows: 

Tho nonthly production capacity on 1 Soptcnbcr 
1939 mounted to 150 tons, cn additional 150 tone could 
bo oxpocted in a fow nonths. Tho ncxinun capacity during 
tho wr.r mounted to cpproxinctely 4000 tons per oonth. 

Up to the beginning of tho wrr one’ had not yet scloctod 
for 90 $ of this ccprcity the sites on which tho factories 
were to oc constructed in spite of the fret thrt the basic 
requirenents for tho process were clor.r in technical ro- 
spoct.

The Polish OoYorrocnt and the Geraen' Governsent consider that Ihe tiro 
has cone to Introduce a new phaso Jn tho political rolatlons between Octtsany 
and Poland by a direct understanding between State and State. They have, 
thoreforo, decided In the present Declaration to lay down the nrlnclples for 
the flituro dovolopeent of these relations. 

The two Govorancents base their action on the fact that the nalntonanco and 
guarantee of a lasting oeace between tholr countries Is an oeeontlal pre¬ 
requisite for tho general noace of Dureoe. 

They havo therefore decided to Mac tholr nutual relations on the nrincinles 
laid down In tho Pact of Paris of August 27, 1928, and oroposo to doflno 
noro oxactly tho application of theso orlnclples In so far rs the relations 
botwoon Gcrarny and Poland aro concerned. 

2 och of tho two GoYornacnts. therefore, lays It down that tho International 
obligations undort“ken by it towards a third party do not hlndor tho peace¬ 
ful dovolosaont of their nutual relations, do not conflict with tho nresent 
Declaration, and are not affoctod by this Declaration. They establish, norc-

Memorandum of the Hdcfl Ctovefrcaefit J daiad 13 Hai*«h 1934, on the Dis¬ 
armament Question, in the *Yoelfccfttl!tt* - 6md» 4559 -l 

Frcn a memorandum submitted bj the French Ambassador to the German 
Government on 14 February, the latter tea gathered that while It was true 
that tho French Government '• vlev -»f the disarmament problem still differed 
from tho Goman viow In several ossentlal points, still, the French Govern¬ 
ment , Just like the Gernan Government, vns continuing to oako efforts to 
bring abcut an early agreement on disarmament, and that in soite of tho 
differences of opinion, it wished to contlnuo discussions with tho Gorman 
Govornnont. Nevertheless, the Goman Governnont refrained at first from 
replying to this nomorondan thanks to tho fact that tho P«yal British 
Govornnont hod initiated inforaational conferences for the clarification 
of tho viovs of tho individual governments, and bocause it, the Gormn 
Governnont, decned It advisable to await the rosults of these c"nforoncos. 
It now no longer wishes to postnoao tho reply to tho acnor"nd\n of 14 
Fobrunry. It has gained the Impression that tho French Oovorroent'• otnto- 
aonts on various points had boon influenced by a misunderstanding of 
orovlous Gorann str.toaent". Tho German Govornnont dooms it Important to 
clarify these misunderstanding", in order thus to prevent any harmful 
Influonco upon tho continued discussion of tho dlsormnont problem. 

Tho following points are Involved: 

1.) In tho German nenornndum of 19 January, tho Fronch Govornnont claims 
that it cannot detect a clonr stand on tho question of the import of tho 
non-eg^rossion pacts proposed by Gen any md en tho question of tho 
relationship of those pacts to tho Bhlno Pact of Locarno. Ao was previously 
explained to tho French Ambassador, the meaning Bad import rf the non- 
aggression pacts aro based upon international pr“ctieo in recent years. 

In addition, tho German-I* llsh U«cl'-ration of 25 January, which has slnco 
boon published and ratified, presents a quite dear example. In its 
import, that Germany 
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la prepared to take nil poaalble atopa In order to fulfil lta obligation 
not to uac force undor any circunatatfcoa. As for tho Pact of Locarno, 
tho German Government doea not Intend to weaken It by other non-aggroaaIon 
pacta. Hor hoa It ever cnet any dcubta on the validity of thla pact. Vhnt 
la core, whon the quoatlon %ae rnlacd by the French Sovornnont, It aoroly 
called attontlon to the fact that the futuro fora of International co¬ 
operation night poaalbly give rlao to occcal'-na which could nnko it aooa 
nocoaanry or doairable to adapt thla pact to thla new fora. According to 
tho view of tho German Oovornaont, howevor, thla would acan only tochnlcnl 
Juriatic naondaonta, hit not rnendaenta In tho political c'otenta of tho 
provialona of tho pact of L-carno. In thla connection, tho German Govorn- 
nont would llko to call attontlon to tho fact that onco tho dlenrnnaont 
problem haa boon aottled, tho tino will have cono to dlacuaa with tho 
othor poworc tho duration of tho futuro rolatlona of Gormany to tho Lcaguo 
of Kationt. 

2 .) Tho French Monomndua of 14 February ocnhaalzoa that tho nropoanla 
of tho Gorxan Goveraaont wero baaed on a ■folac proalao", naaoly, thr.t a 
really doclaivo diaamanent waa lapoaaiblo at tho prcaont tine. On tho 
contrary, tho Gorwn Oovcrnaont wlahoa to oanhaalao onco noro that of 
ccuroo nothing would plcaao it noro than for aa thoroughgoing ansnnont 
roatrlctiona aa poaaiblo to bo agreed upon In tho dlaarn«nont convontlon. 

In lta ncaornndua of 19 January, It had aoroly considered It noccocnry to 
■tnto that tho heavily armed ccuntrica In their declaration uMo until 
up till then, had not (\cccptcd any noeeurca for diaaranaant, which woro 
dodeivc ®ough to change the b^ala of tho Goman proposale. In particular, 
tho Fronch Govomaont had not ahewn any Intention of undertaking dla- 
araanont ncaauroa, either In lta memorandum of l January or In that of 14 
February, 
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aoasurcs w hi ch could be interpreted as ncaniag that the (jxeotlon of the 
futuro stake of Gem or. amenent, In the light of tho ?ivo Fower Declaration 
of 11 Bcccntor 1932, could be regarded as auto9»tlcally solved. In 
addition, tho issue at present is not hov auch or hov little theoretical 
iaportanco is to be attached to the dlsarBonoat nensuros proposed by tho 
Individual heavily amod states, but rathor, to reach an ury*.crstnndi*y* in 
a convention as to tho actual conclusions to be drawn fron the facte 
availoblo. 

3. ) Sven in tho (yiostion of control, tho French Govcrrsacnt • s crltlclsa 

of tho etatenonts In the Gorvn nenornndua of 19 January seer* to bo based 
nainly upon a alsunderstandlnc. The Oormn Covornncnt has lnoosod no 
condition for tho introduction of intomation-l control other than tho 
oorfoctly obvious one that this control bo conolctoly uniform for all 
countries. As soon ns avronnont has boca rcochod a n tho nmcticnl pro¬ 
visions of tho convention, th«t is, eoncorning tho establishment of tho 
futuro araod strength of tho individual countries, tho quostlon of tho 
effects of tho oontrol will bo sottlcd outoootlcally. All that would hnvo 
to bo doolt with then would bo tho technical dotails of the control, tho 
nrrangmont for which should entail no difficulties and tho discussion of 
which night bottor bo nostooned until a lntor stage in tho negotiations. 

For tho aonont, it should suffice for tho statooont to bo ardo that tho 
Goman Governaont is in croolcto agrocnont that tho control bo sot un ns 
offoctlvoly as possible and that it bogin functioning at tho sano tlno 
that the convention goes into effect. 

4. ) Bfllntod to tho c^iostlcn of control, it scons tfcnt thcro is anothor 
ocint which tho French Govornnont, according to its statooonts in its 
no norm dun of 14 Fobruary wishes to enphnsixo cenocially. Tat is tho 
Huostion of Judging tho political organisations In Goraony. 
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The Gorman Goversiont holds the vlev that these organisations cannot bo 
considorod to have a military character. The Trench Govcrnaent, however, 
bcllovco It Boat hold a different view. This Is a difference of opinion 
concerning a noro question of fact. Con there be a hotter and noro natural 
ncthod for clearing uo such a dlfforenco of onlnion than nrrolicatlon of 
tho proposed control procedure to such political organizations In all 
countries, c ncthod which has been exprossly accepts* by the Goman Go- 
veranont? On tho other hand, tho Trench Govormont boliovos It can raleo 
tho objoctlon that In this way, tho decision concerning an lrroortant ooint 
vculd to postponed to a nerlod after tho convention ooncs Into offoct, and 
that thoro would bo grave misunderstandings at tho first education of 
tho control authority. This objection Is meaningless If only for tho 
roason that In tho nolnl"n of the Goman Government, undcrsfndlng will 
bo attained ovon boforo tho signing of tho convention, as to Juot what Is 
noant by tho allitnr” char"ctor of organisations outsldo of tho army. Tho 
Go man Govomaont vculd bo in counloto agreement* f /bons nrnllcablo to all 
countrlos voro to bo laid d-vn In tho fora of a tronty which v>uld gunrnntoo 
that associations outsldo ->f tho would not rocolvo military vonpono 
and trolnin.; and that thoy in addition would not havo a r .y organisational 
connections with tho Amy. In addition, the Trench u^Tornn'*nt can rost 
aesurod that Gornany will novor oxnoso itself to the risk of boconliy- tho 
object of legitimate reproach for violating tho convention, onco tho latter 
has gono Into offoct. It goes without saying, «nd tho Trench Government 
will not want to contest this, that tho Goman Govomsent will "nsvor in 
full for the fulfilment of the ebllsatlons It v^uld assuno In the convention, 
and that it would n-t sign any e-nvcntion If It felt unable to «3iarantoo 
faithful cocnllanco vi th Its arcTisloes. 

If tho atovc-ncntloned misunderstandings and tho 
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rolatod statenents of the Henorandun of 14 Febnuir* aro elininnted, tho 
essential difference cf opinion between the Gerzf»n and French Govcrnaonta 
rflaalns the two yoatlona already coaprehenslvoly dlfcutaed In the 
conclusion of tho Goraan Kcnorandur. of 19 February: first, the question 
of certain techniques, with respect to calculating personnel strength, and 
secondly, tho ouostlon of tho tine for equipping tho futuro German nrny 
with dofonso weapons. Concerning the question of personnel strength, tho 
Goraan Govornacnt believes It can conclude from tho latost French 
Mcnorandua thnt tho French Government Is preonrod to lncludo the ovorseno 
troops stntlonod In Franco proper In the comparison of the rolativo 
strength of tho personnel of V>th sldos, nn* 1 In addition to accent a 
rvucisan nuabor for rli overseas troops, to be deteminod by tr««tv. As 
doslrablo ns this exact clarification of tho French vlow nay bo, still, 
it falls to consl-*or tho fact that, In all falmoss. In a comparison of 
rolativo poreonncl strength, overseas troops should also be countod, If, 
whllo not stationed In tho hoaoland, thoy aro yot stationed in such a 
locality thr.t thoy con without difficulty bo transported, to tho hono- 
lnnd. for allitary ournosos, at any tlno. In addition. In this connection, 
tho trainod rcsorvos cannot be loft out of account. As for the tlno for 
equipping tho future Goraan nray with tho necessary d.ofonsive weapons, tho 
French Govcmnont gnvo no reason vhatsoovor. In Its nooorradun of 14 
Fobrunry, ifcich could justlfr postponing this tlno for ycn r s to romo, thus 
prolonging tho dlocrlnlaatlon against Germany and withholding tho possi¬ 
bility for full nllltary utilization fron tho Goman Amy, <*uring tho 
period that tho Rcichsvohr is being transformed Into an Arrrf with short- 
tna nllltary service. Tho Gcra«n Govormont bellovos thnt in this decisive 
question, it doos not need to repeat tho reasons Justifying Its point of 
view. 

Furthermore the Ccrmn and Froich Governments 
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are confronted by the feet that a few weeks %ge ihe Hoyal Italian Government 

and the Hoyal Tritish Governaent presented their lmortant proposals for 

the drewing up of the dlsarcaeent convention. The proposals of toth govern- 

nents have tho seas far-reaching tendency and hare contributed substantially 

to a darlficatlon of the situation. They have thorofore been welcomed by 

the Goman Governaent. It Is true that inoortant nolnts of these oropoools 

nust still be discussed. Put the German Governaent belloves that It can 

already stato that theso proposals will be ablo to facilitate and expedite 

an understanding tetveon It and tho Trench Oovemnent. The discussion has 

now advanced to the oolnt whore two courses are at oresont ^nen for 

arriving et a solution. Either a convention can be choson which la of 

shortor duration, five ye-rs oerhaos, and which will dean It sufficient 

to Unit tho armaments *of the heavily armed states to their orcscnt otntus; 

or else cortaln disarmament measures for the honvily nrned states can bo 

lncludod In tho convention, "n^ thus tho convention can be drawn up for a 

longor tom, Tho future status of German amonenta os laid down in n troaty 

would bo ossontlally tho imo In both instances, slnco even If *n nrmngcciant 

of tho socond kind Is nodo. It cannot be cxpoctod that dlsarnanont nonouros, 

• 

no has already boon oophaslxcd nbovo, vlll bo neodod for placing Germany 
on an oquailovol. It Is a fact long since acknowlodgod by all onrtioe that 
under no clrcunstancos can consideration bo glvon to an ornament status 
for Germany ouch at that laid down In tho 7ersnillos Treaty. Kot only tho 
lntoot proposals of the Hoyal British Governaent and of the *oynl Italian 
Govornnont are based on this aosumtlon, but also all proposals brought up 
for discussion at the Dlsamaacnt Conference slnco the Trench ?lan of 14 
revoabor 1932. In tho nronot"ls which she asde recently for the status'of 
hor own arneconta for tho duration of the first Dlearr.Erent Convention, 

Go many of her o*r accor<* laooscd such extensive restrictions upon horsolf 
that sho has rcachod. the ninlnun of *h".t Is necessary for the achlovenont 
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of eocurity and for the requirencats of defense of the country dtoHng 
this period. ?ros the Tory outset, s^fce has renounced all "ffenslve 
weapons, and has always stated that she wuld accept any restriction upon 
eraaaonts, no aatt<» how far-rcachlng, If the other oowors did so as 
well. In addition, she considers that all the conditions necessary for 
reaching an understanding are at hand and holds the rlow that all that 
regains Is tho decision to reach this urrioratending.

The Rolch Governaont considers it i=po«slble to wait for tvo Ion* yonrs 
before establishing n suitable noons of air defonsc. Trcn the vory 
hc*innin£ of tho convention, it has expressed tho dosiro to masons a 
dofoiaivo air fleet of short-mn<o olacco, in *iich there would ho no 
bnnbor nlanos. The nonericol strength of this "lr fleet would not oxcood 
30* of tho conbinod nllltary air forco of Germany's nolrtihors or 50* 
of Trance's nllltary air fleet (that is of tho floot which Franco has 
within tho country itself on-* in her Sorth-Afric-n territories), which¬ 
ever flguro is loss. 

Tho Gonuu Oovormont nekes this daasnd without projudico to tho 
results of tho investigation of tho air question, x>rv»osod in tho Mooorandun 
of tho United KlaajS/m, an investigation which w>uld toko alnco as 
proposed and which would olininato honbor -<lenos at loast.

Of courao, I think it hardly necessary to brine arterial nrmf to remol 

tho attacka and recriminations against Geraany contained in tho French 

note. Aftor all, It la oaay to ace, and hea certainly not been recognised 

in Germany alone, th"t the real reasons for thia l'roortant decision by 

tho French Govomnent lie elscvhero thin in tho flguros of our recent 

nllitnry budget to which it haa Juat objected. Muat not everyone who 

wishes to regard Bettors in a natural and ainplo light, bo aatonlahod from

Haa not 

Franco horsolf made sweeping increaaoa in hor military oxnen^ituroa in 

recent yearo, in smite of the mending 'Uaarr.anont negotiations? And. can 

a nowor which hr.a the moat tremendous aillt"rv air erna-.ente in tho world

and which subsidises lta own highly <".ovcl<'ocd civilian aviation with huge 
auna, bo genuinely seriously disturbed over the fact that Germany, in ordor,

Gcraani, with the Trench Kote to &gland tfilch was published ionediately 
thereafter, in order to recognize that Germany's conduct di* not present 
the si latest valid reason for this hasty departure fron the negotiations. 

Since the arranged ents in the Versatile* Treaty havo not been replaced 
by nay other provisions, the Trench Govermont wishes to nnke this fact 
the decisive basis for Judging tho Gcmnn ailltary taidget.

Tho Central Powors, 
especially Gcnumy, have carrlod out tholr duty to tho letter. 

On tho othor hand, general dlsar-waent, which should hnvo taken 
olaco yoars ago, has not takon olaco at all, and nowhere has nnv in¬ 
dication boon given for assualng that It would tako nlaco in the near 
futuro.

"ut It was finally convoked., after all, and oven though Its nowtlatlons 
havo ronnlr.od fruitless, ono fact at loast has beonna.de clear, in 
contradistinction to Franco's f-vorlto theory, and has bem generally 
acknowledged, naaoly, that It *>uld bo a flagrant violation of Justlco 
and a political lnpcssiblllty, If the situation woro to contlnuo whoroby 
Goraany would, be dlsaraed, in a unilatoral ■ftnnor, in the oldst of hor 
heavuly araed neighbors, who would be unrestricted evon as to nrmanont 
noasures for the futuro.

rejected, and froa that tiao on, the negotiations, in that they concerned 
Goraany, could re voire only around the question of *&at other means could 
be found for placing Goraany on an equal basis. This was finally laid 
down, oven if only after grave disagreements, exoressly and definitely 
In the Five Power Declaration of rcceaber 1032, and was confirmed by tho 
subsequent dlearn/went negotiations, eron thoutfi they have otherwise been 
so unsuccessful. 

The Gornan Government was theroforo Justified, in its memorandum of 
13 March of this year to the French Government, in stating -s a fact long 
elnco acknowledge*, by all nartlos, that Gore-ny could no longer be satis¬ 
fied with an arsanont status such as that laid do» at Vorsalllos. In 
this connoctlon, it has alroady polntod out that not only tho recent 
proposals by tho British and Italian Govornncnts woro basod on this fact, 
but also all proposals brought up for discussion at tho Dierrmnnont Con- 
foronco slnco tho Pronch Flan of Sovcnbor 1932. 

If ono vishos, howovor, to Judge by purely formal logal orlnclplos, 
then ono should ask oneself, W*.o Is noro Justlflod, Prance In advocating 
her theory in hor latest noto, or Gomnny, in now insisting upon innodlntc 
realization of hor unrestricted equality, In kooming with tho armament 
status of tho heavily nmed states, ospoclally, that of Prance? 

Gomnny did not raise this claim. It Is true, it adhored to tho clain 
for equal rights ns a orlnclnlc and to Its realization as Its future ulti¬ 
mate goal; but it had agreed. In a sobor, aooreciation of orcsont 
political realities, to accent for the first disarmament convention, a 
status which put into oractiso only .an cxtrcnply modest nart of that 
ultinato goal. 
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We topt this moderate sttllddo even aftef it had becone increasingly 
clear that wo could not exmect any considerable disarmament measures on 
the part of the heavily armed states, especially Trance. 

Wo renounced all offensive weaeons from the very outset. Ve stated 

* 

that we would accept any ar.-rment restriction for Gornany, no natter how 
extonsivo, if the other movers did so as well. Ve thus left it to tho 
decision of the other movors, as to Just rf-.at Winds of veaiwns mould ho 
gonorally mthorizod. In the wirtlculary lnnortant question of air 
arnenor-ts, wo, «■ is amparont from tho above-nentionod statement hy tho 
British Governncnt, mado tho most far-reaching of concessions, evon with 
rospect to tho extent of our denanis. In addition, we de’dared our agreo- 
nont to tho Introduction of effective control, and offered all concolvahlo 
guarantees for safe-guarding the non-ollitnrv character of the political 
organisations in Goraany. 

In vlow of this gonornily known stato of affairs, is it connrohonslblo 
nt all, that In ttaoir latest noto, tho JVench raise tho chargo that Gormnny 
wishes to force' upon tho othor powers, her decision to contlnuo hor 
roaraanont in all mheros and on a scale to bo dotorminod by hor alono? 

Wo had to loavo tho Geneva Conference during tho Pall of last yoar, bocauso 
tho Gonovn nethods had shown thresolvcs to bo entiroly unsuitable for 
solving tho problem, and because tho intolerable proposal had boon nado 
for oubjocting Goraany to sovoral years of probation, before even tho 
Initial stops could bo taken for actually giving hor oqual rights. 

Put immediately afterwards, vo made every offort, in special negoti¬ 
ations with tho powers concerned, to re-ch an understanding concerning tho 
nain o.uostion of tho disaraanent mroblcr. end thus to create the conditions 
nocosBary for bringing about a general convention accoptablo to all tho 
statos,. ?uring these smcclel negotiations, a» which we ml ace d our cards 
on tho table fron tho verv outset, wo to-k every mossible stem comrnatiblo 
with our vital interests, to bring about an agreement. 

Sven now we are willing to como to an understanding at any time.

It cannot bo ozpocted of »nv .©vernaent, h^wavor, th*t it should make 
tho socurity and fato of its country dependent indefinitely uoon tho dis¬ 
cretion and opinions of other countries. v e adhero flmlv to tho orooosals 
and concessions that wo nado recently. I herewith consign to the realm of 
fable all charts that we hovo oade offensive wessons instoad of limiting 

oursolvos to dofenslvo arruviont. 

Tut tho quootion of aaielnc our orososals and concessions n-rt of a 
trooty is no longer our affair, but Is a aattor of concorn for the other 
powors. Since tho French Govornaent through its sud^on docislon, has 
rojectod tho nothod *>lch we had su^^ostod and which wo consider to bo tho 
only practical one, it can no lower bo our concorn to ro^Den tho nattor. 

Vo oro clearly «wnro of tho gravity and difficulties of the situation 
which hnvo resulted froo tho latest Trench nov**. An states lntorostod In 
an arrangement of tho disamenont ouostlon are offoctod in tho sero wry. 
Our view howovor h-s too sound a basis in a local, nor*l end salitical 
sonso, for us to record tho future dovolmacnt of affairs with anxioty. 
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The Geman Goverreent Is fortunately not alone In iti conviction that any 
attenpt pornanently to keep a country like Gernaay at tho level of e povor 
with Inferior rights and rank, it senseless, and even If euch an atteraot 
wore nndo, It vould necessarily result In injury if no t <*!sastar for all. 
The Tritith and Italian Governaente have lon£ tlnco expressed tholr vlov 
of the Ideal solution, a vlov which la In basic agreement with ours. Tho 
neutral powers at veil have recently ^Iven ennhatlc oxoroBBlon to tho 
necotBlty for a speedy conclusion of a disaraanont convention which *ivoe 
duo consideration to tho nrlnclole of o<M-llty. Thut vo can oxnoct that 
the lavs of roeaon end fairness, which nro so cloarly obvious in this enso, 
will ulttnatoly nnko thcuselvcs folt after all. 

Tho Reich Govornaont has nnved tho way f«r this in every v>y th«t it 
could. It hat ororossM its unconditional deslro for nonce, not "nly j n its 
political :iro«ran hut In imctlee ne veil. Tho -r»nnor In which It hne 
offoctod. a compromise In our rel»tlons with Mnnd, Its rc<»rnitlon of tho 
Locarno Troatios, ltB vininjpicss to conclude nor.-a^ossion oactB with 
all nolshborin* countries. Its conciliatory attltudo towards »11 concroto 
proposals nndo to It u*> till now, on tho question of security,' all boar 
lrrofutnhlo witness to the nennor In tfcich we wish to sorvo tho lntorosts 
of our country. The -m of ultimatums, dictates, and. unllatoml arrangements 
against Gormny Is really ovor. 

lut the prosorvetlon of vital Goman interests, ns wo understand and 
pursue then, is In full acrecr.ent with tenoral ^iropoan Interests. 
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Only a Geraany that Is safe against attack can fulfil the function of 
peaco with which It It charged In Corral Eurooe. 411 tho laws «f history 
show us that a defenseless Raich oust ultimately lead to a strugglo for 
power end to tho ruination of tho continent. 

Jtey tho othor govemaents -sake full uso cf this great no-yirtunlty 
which tho Holch Govermont, under its strong and bo euro leadership, 
offers then. Our hand ©>ntlnues to rcaaln strotched out for understanding, 
end I herowith repeat what I have alrc-dy freouently stated; all that 
rmalns Is for tho ether govorments to decide to graso this hand.

.■hen in Novcefcor, 1913, the Gcrcan poople, trusting in the proriscs 
given in Fresident SliaW's Fourteen Points, grounded arcs after 
four and a half yoars 1 honourable Resistance in a war whoso out¬ 
break thoy had never desired, they bolieved they had rendered a 
service not only to torccntod huiaonity, tut also to a groat idea 
por so. Thecaelvos tho coot serious sufforers fron tho result of this 
insane strugglo, tho Billions cceposing our poople trustingly suizod 
upon tho idea of a now order in the relations botwoon pooplos, an 
order which was to bo on-ooblod on ono hand by doing away with tho 
socrccy of diplonatic cabinet policies and on tho othor hand by 
abandoning tho torriblo oothodo' of war. Tho historically soverost re¬ 
sult of the dcfoct sooc»d to cany Go rams to bo tho only sacrifice 
nocossary in order once and for all to save tho world froa sinilar 
torrors.

Under such conditions, however, a peace treaty of this sort could 
never create the conditions for a true inward rec-nciliation of 
peoples, nor for tho pacification of tte world*fcieved in this & in¬ 
ner, but could only act up a hatrod that would ,~n*w 0 tern ally. 

Gercnny has, according to tho investigation of tho Intcr-alliod 
Control Cocrdeaicn, fulfilled the disarmament conditions imposed upon 
her.

party to the Treat;- bad fulfilled its obligations, the redorption of 
the obligation on t!io part of the second partoen to tho Treaty failed 
to bocaan a fact. That roans: tho High Contracting Parties of tho 
foroer victor States have one-sidodly divorced thoosolvco froc tho 
obligations of th» Versailles Troety. 

Wot alone did. they rofrain fron disorsing in a urnnor that could 
by any stretch bo coepercblo with tho destruction of Gorrvn am». No. 

Not even was tharo a halt in tho arsaaonts raco, on tho contrary, 
the inerenso of arceaonta on tho part of a whole group of States bo- 
can evident. ..'hatover had during tho war boon invented in tho way 
of now onrinoa of destruction was now in pcacotlno brrught to flivl 
perfection by methodically scientific labour. In tho roaln of 
creating cdr.hty am*ourod cars, as well as in that of now fighting 
and b3thing planes, continuous and terrible improvements roeultod. Now 
gigantic cannomwore constructed, new exploaivo fire and gas boobs 
wore dovolopcd. 

The w:rld, hjwovcr, since then hrs again rosusod its crioo of war, 

Juat as though thoro novor had boon a World War nor tho Vorstilloo 
Troaty. In tho nidst of those highly-arnod, warliko States, which 
were core and a.re snkl ru uso of tho roost n dom raotorizod oquipoont, 
Cortany "as, ailitarily spooling, in ft vncuuc, dofcncclossly at 
tho norcy of ovory threatening danger. Tho Gcraan pooplo recall tho 
aisfortuno and sufforinp of fifteen years' oconocic uisory and political 
and moral hu r d l iatisn. 

It was, therefero, understandable that Go many bogm loudly to do- 
cand the fulfill nt of the provisos cade by other States to disnre, 
for this is dear: tho world 
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would not only stand f:r cnc hundred y«rs of pecpc, but such a 
period would be w uqtccaurcd bo n. It cannot, howoscr, stand for 
one hundred years of division *i*$o victor and vanquished. _ 

The conviction that internati~nil disarraoent was norally Justified 
and necessary pained ground, not only in Germany, 'out also aeon* 
mny other peoplos. Froa the insistence ■'f. the so frees thoro ro- 
sultod attenpts through conferences to cive diroction to the reduc¬ 
tion of aronsents, end thereby to ft gonerr 1 equalization on a low 
level. Thus there developed tho first proposals for m international 
rvreenont on aroaojnts^ of which wo rcrortxr tho ^-cXF.’XD plan 
as significant. 

Gormany was ready to recoct this plan and adopt it os tho foundation 
for arranpocents to ho arrived «t. It failed becauso tho other States 
declined to accept it, and was finally abandoned. Innscuch as in 
those circuostcncos tho oquaUty which was solemly proniaod to tho 
-Gcroan people and Reich in tho declaration of Docccbor, 1932, failed 
of realization, tho now Reich's Govorrvxnt, fts guardian of tho 
honour and right to live of the Gore™ pooplo, was unable to contlnuo 
to take part in conforoncos of that sort or to continue oemborship 
in tho League of Nations. Howovor, oven after loavinp. Gonova, 

Goraany still was ready, not only to oxacino tho other Statos' 
proposals, tut horsclf to uako practical proposals. 

In that connexion she identified herself with the riowpdnt which 
othor States thocaclvcs had expressod; naroly, that tho creation 
of and.es with short enlistments is not suited to tho , urposps of 
attack, end is therefore rococccnda'-lo for peaceful defence. Ger-

cny was therefore ready to transform tho Roichwwohr with its long

aeridcc pe.-lod Into on my with short crilistrwnts, conccnantly with 
the wir^oa of the other States. Her -proposals, vrx to during' tbo 
wir.'eer ofio33-i, wore practical nntf executable. The f.-.ct tb t they 
wore declined, ca well as tbo fact that Italian and English proposals 
along stellar linos woro finally declined.. Justified the conclusion 
that on the other side of the contracting parties there no longor 
existed any inclination for a boIntod and honest fulfilment of the 
disarmament clauses of Versailles. 

In theso circuastancos, tbo Gorman GoT;rnrnnt saw itself compelled 
of its own accord to tele those no cos.-ary measures which could en¬ 
sure tho ond of c condition of tepotort dofoncclcssncsa of a groat 
people and Roich, which was as unworthy as in tb> lost analysis it 
was menacing. In so doin' it proccodod from tho s.-co processes 
which Sir. BAL3.IN in his last spooch s> truthfully ox*, ressod: 

•A country which ohcwo itaolf unwilLlnr to eftko what necossary 
preparations are requisite for ita own dofonco will novor have power, 
moral or tutorial, in this wcrld'. 

Tho Govorecent of tbo preaontr-dny GeiT-n Roich, howevor, dosires but 
one oinglo corrl and onto rial power - rvac?ly tho powor to safeguard 
poaco for tho Roich rad thereby, really also, for nil Europe. 

Tho Govo recent, tic re fore, Continued to do what it could end what 
served the advancement of pcaoo. 

Firstly, it proposed a long tioo ago the conclusion of non-ng tos- 
sion pacts to all its neighbour States. 

Secondly, it has sought fer and found the -adjustm-nt laid down in 
the treaty with it;** tern neighbour whiith, thenks to the great 
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understanding shown on tho other side, has, as it hopos, forever 
takon tho poison out of the threatening etaospbere which it found 
on seizing powor, and which will, lead to lasting reconciliation 
and friendship between the two peoples. 

Thirdly, it has finally given Franco the solemn assurance that 
Germany, after tho adjustment of the Saar question, now no longer 
will cake territorial demands upon France. It believes thereby, 
in a manner raro in history, to have created tho precondition for 

ending tho century-old strife botween tho two greet nations by 

/ 

making a hoavy political and material sacrifiec. 

Tho Genarn Government exist, howovor, to its rogrot, note that 

for months tho rost of tho world has been roaming continuously 

and increasingly. It soes In tho creation of C Soviet Russian kray 

• • 

of 101 divisions, that is, in an admitted presont ixjaco strength 
of 960,(XX) nun, on cloosnt that at tho tLa) of tho conclusion of 
tho Vorsaillos Treaty could not hevo boon divinocJ. It scos in tho 
forcing of similar measures in othor States furthor proofs of the 
rofusal to- accopt tho disarmament idoa as originally proclaimed. 

Far bo it from the Cora'n Government to r'iso cor ; laint against 
any othor State. It must point out, howoror, to-day that by Franco's 
introduction of a two-year service perixi as now docidod, tho idoa 
upon which tho creation of arcios with short enlistment hod boon 
tested has boon abandoned in favour of an organization with long 
enlistments. 

This, howovor, was one of the arguments advanced at the time 
for doennding that Germany give up her Roichswchr. 

In these circumstances the Goman Govornce;nt considers it im¬ 
possible ifcill longer to refrain from taking tho necessary measures 
for the security of the Roich or even tb hide t!ic knowledge thereof 
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froo the other nations. 

If, tterofdro, it now fulfils the wish for enlightening the world 
on Gomany's intentions, as expressed in the speoeh by the British 
’linistor Stanley 3iI2».'IN, on.Nov*eb«r 23, 1934, it does so: firstly, 
in order to give the Gerran people the conviction and otfeor States 
the knowledge that tta safeguarding of tho honour and security of 
the Go man Reich honcof:rth will be again ontrusted to tho solo 
charge of tho Goman nation; 

secondly. In ordor, by fixing tho extent of Goman ioasuroa, .to do- 
vitalise those claims which ott^nj.t to ascribe to tho Goman peoplo 
a striving for a position of nilitnry hogccony in Suropo. 

What the Gorar.n Government, as tho guardian of tho honour and 
interests of tho Goman nation, desires is to make suro that Goroany 
possesses sufficient instruments of powor not only to nr.intain tho 
integrity of tho Gorr,-n Roich, but also to eossand international 
respect and valuo as co-guarantor of ganornl peace. 

For in this hour the Curran Government ronows boforo tho Goman 
peoplo, boforo tho ontiro world, its assurance of its determina¬ 
tion nover to procood boyond tho safeguarding of German honour and 
tho froodom of tho Roich, and especially doos it not intend in 
roaming Goroany to cror.to any instrument for warllko attack, but 
on tho contrary, oxclusivoly for defence and thoroby for tho cainto- 
nance of poaco. 

In so doing, the German Reich's Goverqaont oxprossos tho con¬ 
fident hope that tho Gorcen people, having again reverted to thoir 
own honour, my be privileged in independent equality to rvako thoir 
contribution for tho pacification of the world in froo and opon

Vfe Germans can only bewail the fact that the rest of the world 
takes so little troublo to oxv-lno objectively what went on 
in Germany during tho past two and a half years, and does not 
study tho essence of that ideology, to which alone tho credit 
for these achiovcoonts is due. 


If tho present Germany advocates peace, it does so noithor owing 
to weakness nor to cowardice. It advocates peace from another 
standpoint regarding pooplo and Stato, namely tho standpoint of 
National Socialism. For National Socialism regards tho forcible 
amalgamation of one people with another alien pooplo not only 
as a worthless political aim, but in the long run as r. danger 
to the internal unity and hence the strength of a nation. 
National Socialism therefore dogmatically rojocts the idea 
of national assimilation. That also disposoa of tho bourgooia 
boliof in a possible 'Goroaniration'. 


Our racial thoory thorefero regards ovory war for tho subjoction 
and domination of m dicn pooplo as a procoodinc which soonor 
or later changos and woakons tho victor internally, and 
ovontunlly brings about his dofeat. 3ut wo do not bollovo 
for a moment that in Europe the nations whoso nationalism 
has boon cocplotcly consolidated could in tho ora of tho 
principlo of nationalities bo doprirod of thoir national 
birthright at all. 


National Socialist Gormany wants peaco Soccuso of its 
fundamental convictions. And it wants pcaco also owing to 
tho realization of the sieplo primitive fact that no war 
would be likely ossontially to alter tho distress in 
Europe. It would probably incrcaso it. 


I might havo signod ton troctios, but such action 
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(pago 2 of original) 

would not have been of the some importance as tho state cent I cade 
to France on the occasion of the Saar plebiscite, '..hen I, as the 
Fuehrer and representative of the Korean nation, nave to tho world 
and to ay own people the assurance that with the settlement of tho 
Saar question no further territorial demands would bo nado on Franco, 
that was a contribution to peace much greater than cany a signature 
mder cany a pact. 

The hope is now frequently expressed that Go many might herself come 
forward with a constructive plan. I have made such proposals not once 
but several times. If ay constructive plan for an arcy of 3CO,CCO non 
had been adoptod, thon perhaps cany a care would have been less and 
many a burden lighter t^-day. 3ut it is almost usoloss to presont 

constructive plans whon thoir rejection can to rorardod as certain 
from the start. Kovortholoss, I propose once noro to give a short 
survey of our views. This is dono solely from tho fooling that it 
is our duty to loave no stono unturned in order to rostoro tho no- 
cossary intornal socurity to Europe and tho foolinc of solidarity 
to tho European nations. After tho other States had not only failed 
to fulfil thoir obligation to disarm, but in addition all proposals 
for a limitation of aroamonts had also boon declined, I folt ry- 
oclf obligod, as tho Fuohrcr of tho German nation, rosponaiMo to 
God and my own conscionco, in fao» of tho rrowth of now military 
alliances and aftor receiving tho information that Franco was intro¬ 
ducing a tw©-yoar poriod of service, to restore once moro, by virtuo 
of tho right to life of the nation itself, tho logoi equality of 
Germany, which has boon refused her internationally. It was not 
Gercany who thus broke a contractual obligation which had boon Hid 
upon her but those States which had cocpeliod us to adopt this 
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The introduction of the universal cilitory servico and tho proaul- 
gaticc- of tho Ian for tho cstablishoent of tho now Germ* arcy 
were nothin? else then tho restoration to Genaany of t status of 
equal rights which threatens nobody but .-uarantcos Goraeny security. 

In this connexion I cannot avoid expressing qy astonishccnt here 
at a statcevont which was publicly oade by tho British rino Minister, 
Vr. MacDonald, who said - with regard to tho restoration of a Gor- 
can dofonco force - that tho other States had boon right after all 
in being cautious about disarcasent. If this view is generally adopted, 
any sort of conduct oay be oxpectod in the future. For, according 
to this view, every broach of a treaty will be subsequently condoned 
fcccauso tho other pertaor is suppoeod to doduco tho srao consoquoncos; 
that is to sAy, A and 3 ccncludo a treaty. 3 fulfils his obligation 
and A fails to obaorvo his obligation: After years of warning D 
also finally atotoa that tho troaty is no longor valid for hie, 
whoroupon A is ontitlod to doclaro that thoroby his ..rovicus broach 
of tta troaty has now rocoivod subsoquont aoral Justification, in 
that 3 has now also r.bandenod tho tronty. 

• 

I should liko horo to doal Just briofly with tho roproachos and im¬ 
putations which havo boon lovollod against tho restoration of tho 
Goman cilitary sorvico. It is statod in tho first place that 
Go rein ny Is not aonccod by anycno and honco, secondly, that it is 
not cooprohonsiblo why Gc rainy should roarn at all. This would 
give rise to tho countor-question of why tho other sido, who in any 
case could foel loss oonaccd by a disar.-nod Goroany than vioo versa, 
did not stop reaming and finally reduce araumnts. But when it is 
aasortod that Goraany ccnaces tho other States by rearcing, then 
the increase of tto crncccnts of tho other States wes ot least a 
Euch greater 
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=enaco for a disaraod end defenceless Germany. I bolivc that in this 

cbm there la only a choice of ono thing or the other. If warlike 

* 

areftaipta aro a eencQO 70 r.ee, then they are a aonaco for all States, 
Tut if they aro not a war menace, then they are not r. nonaco for any 
State. It will not do for one group to represent thoir armesnts as 
r.n olive ' ranch of 7 . 0 c co and these of the others as tho dovil's nani. 

A tank is a tank, nnd c bocb is a s :fcb. The opinion that it is 
possible to divido up tho world for all time into Stotos with different 
rights will always bo rocopnixed only by tho ono side. Tho Gorman 
nation, in any caso, is not proparod to bo rerardod end troatod for 
all tioes as a second-class nation or one with inforior rl/hts. Our 
lovo of peace is porheps groater than that of tho othor nations, for 
wo suffored cost from this unhappy war. No ono of us norms to thronteq 
anybody. It is only that wo aro all do to rod nod to socuro and maintain 
equality for tho Gorman pooplo. Out this oquality is also tho primary 
proroquisito for ovory form cf practical and colloctivc co-oporation. 

So long as thoro are any contcl rosorvntions in this rospoct, really 

successful Europocn co-oporntion will bo impossible froc tho start. 

Cnco in possossion of absolute equality of ri. hts, Gorrrmy "ill novor 

rofuso to participate in theso offorts which aro intondod to sorvo 

tho causo of human por.co, progress, and economic wolfaro.

So far as Gorcany is ooncornod I wish to leavo no shadow of doubt 
in what I an about to say: Germany has solemnly roco-nizod and guaran¬ 
teed France her frontiors as determined after tho Scar plobiacito. 
Without taking tho past into account Germany hes concluded a non- 
aggression pact with Poland. This is more than a valuable contribution 
to European peace, 
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and we shall adhoro to it unconditionally. Wo dearly wish that it 
oay continue without interruption and that it cry tend to still more 
profound and friendly sincerity in the oitunl relationships between 
our two countries. Ho did ell this although wa thereby finally re¬ 
nounced, for ins ten co, all c l A l sa to nlsa co-Lorraine, a land for 
which wo have also fought two great wars. But wo did it in particular 
to spare our own Gorman nation a now and terrible sacrifice of livos. 
Wo aro convinced that in so doing we are benefiting not only our own 
people, but also this frontier territory. We aro pro”arod to do every¬ 
thing on our part to arrive at a true peace and a real friendship with 
the Frcr.eh nation. With the understanding and hoartfolt friendship 
of genuino nationalists, wo rocogniso Foland as the homo of a rroat 
and nationally conscious peoplo. 

Gomany has nothing to gein by a Suropoan war of any kind. What 
wo want is frecdon and indopendonco. For this reason wo were rondy 
to conclude pacts of non-aggression with all our neighbours. 

Passing from thoso general considerations to a noro precise 
summing up of the prosont issuos, I horoby doclaro that tho position 
of the German Government is as follows: 

1. The Go ream Govorrwont reject tho Genova resolution of 17 April. 

It was not Gomany which unilaterally breko tho Vorsaillos Troaty. 

The Vorsaillos Dictate was unilaterally brokon, and thoroby rendorod 
invalid as regards tho points at issue, by thoso Powers who could 
not decide to carry out in their turn tho disarmament which was 
Imposed on Germany and which should have followed in thoir caso by 
virtue of the Troaty. Tho new discrimination introduced at Genova 
makes it iepossiblo for the German Government 
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and we shall adhere to it unconditionally. We dearly wish that it 
cay continue without interruption and that it cr.y tend to still core 
profound and, friendly sincerity in the actual relationships between 
our two countrios. Ho did all this although wo thereby finally re¬ 
nounced,, for instance, all cloins to xlsaco-Lorraino, a land for 
which we have also fought two great wars. But wo did it in particular 
to spare our own Goman nation a now and torriblo sacrifice of livo3. 

Wo are convinced that in so doing we aro benefiting not only our own 
people, but also this frontier territory. He aro prepared to do ovory- 
frhing on our part to arrive at a true peace and e rod friendship with 
the Freneh nation. Hith the understanding and hoartfclt friendship

of gonuino nationalists, wo roccgniso Poland as the hoeo of a rront 
and nationally conscious people. 

Go many has nothing tc gain by a European w nr of any kind. What 
wo want is froodon end independonco. For this reason »o woro ready 
to conclude pacts of non-aggression with all our neighbours. 

Passing froe thoso gonord considerations to a noro procise 
Burning up of tho prosont issuos, I horoby docloro that tho position 
of tho Goman Govorrvxmt is as follows: 

1. Tho Gor ran Govorn-'jont reject tho Gonova resolution of 17 April. 

It was not Goroony which unilatordly breko tha Vorsdllos Treaty. 

Tho Vorsalllos Dictato was unilaterally broken, and thoroby rondorod 
invalid as regards tho points at issue, by thoso Powers who could 
not docido to carry out in thair turn tho dlMXfflruoont which wno 
imposed on Germany and which should have followed in thoir caso by 
virtue of the Treaty. Tho new discrimination introduced at Gonova 
makes it impossible for the Gorran Government 
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to return to that toatit ition until'the precondition* for a real 
legal equality of all sellers havpboen established. For this 
purpose the deyosn Gove meant consider it necessary to sake a clear 
separation betwoen tho Treaty of Versailles, which was based on a 
classification of tho nations into" victors and vanquished, and the 
League of Nations, w*dch must be constituted on tho basis of equal 
valuation and equal ity of rights for all tho nenbers. 

This equality of jl.hts must bo oxtondod tc sll functions and all 
property rights 'ui international life. 

2. The Go rain Oovurnacnt, consequent on the failuro of the other Statos 
to fulfil th<lr disarmament obligations, have on thoir part renouncod 
thoso articles of tho Vorsaiilos Treaty which, bo cause of tho ono- 
sidod buz-Jen thia lyid on Gormany contrary to tho provisions of tho 
Treaty, hare constituted a discrimination against Germany far an un¬ 
limited period of tin). They horoby oost.solemnly doclaro that those 
measures of theirs rolnto ixclusivoly to tho points which involve 
acral and natorial discrimination against tho Goman pooplo and of which 
notice has boon Given. Tho Gorman Government will thoroforo uncondi¬ 
tionally rospect tho articlos concerning tho aitunl relations of tho 
nations In othor rcspocts, including tho Territorial provisions, and 

those revisions which shall be rendered necessary In the courso of 

• 

tiro will be put into effect only by tho method of peaceful under¬ 
standings. • 

3. The German Government intend not to sign any treaty which seoms to 

then incapable of fulfilment; but they will scrupulously maintain 

overy treaty voluntarily signed, oven though it was concluded before 

thoir accession to power and office. In particular they will uphold 

and fulfil all obligations arising out of the Locarno Treaty, so long 

as tho other partnors are on their side ready to stand by that pact. 

In respecting the demilitarized zone the Gerc.m Govcrnnent consider 
their action as a contribution to tho appeasemant of Europe,- which 
contribution Is of an unheard-of hardness for a Sovereign Stato. 

3ut thy feel bound to point out 
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that the continual increase of troops on the other side can in no 
"ay be r«-:*irdod as a ccrplesnnt to these endeavours. 

I*. The Oora-n Govcpnoont are recSy at any tins to participate in a 
eystar. of collective co-operation for safeguarding European peace, 
but regard it necessary to recognise tho law of perpetual evolution 
by keeping open tho way to treaty revision. In caking possible a regu¬ 
lated evolution in the treaty systec th<jrrecognise a factor for tho 
safeguarding of peace and in tho suppression of overy necessary change 
a preparation for future explosions. 

5. The Genxn Govornnont are of the opinion that tho reconstruction 
of European collaboration cannot be achieved by the mthod of Im¬ 
posing conditions unilaterally. In view of tho fret that the various 
intorosta involved aro not always concord-'nt, thoy bcliovo it right 
to bo content with a ninlsna instead of allowing this collaboration 
to ‘'rook down cn account of an unalterable araciaun of don'.nds. They 
have tho furthor conviction that this understanding - with a great 
aim in viow - can 'jo brought about only stop by stop. 

6. Tho Go naan Govomront aro ready in principle to concludo pacts of 
nen-argrosoion with thoir neighbour States and to aupplonont those 
pacts with all provisions that nio at isolating tho won-aaker and 
localising tho aroa of the war. In particular they aro ready to 

assues all consaquont obligations regarding tho supply of material 
and arcs in poaco of war whore such obligations arc also assumed and 
respected by all the partners. ^ 

7. The Gere ra Governrasnt are ready to supplement tho Locarno Treaty with 
an air agreement and to enter upon discussions regarding this natter. 

3. The Geruan Govorncnrt have announced the extent of the expansion 
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of the new Gorman Dcfor.cc Force. In no circumstances will they 
depart frot this. Tho 7 do not togard the fulfilment of their pro¬ 
gram jlo in the air, on land, or'tft sea, as constituting a awoacc to 
any nation. They arc ready at any tire to linit their nnawaents to 
any degree that is also aioptod by the other Fowors. Tho Certain Govorn- 
cent have already spontaneously rade knemn tho definite limitations 
of their intentions, thereby giving the test ovidonco of thoir good 
will to avoid an unlimited arnaconts racd. Thoir limi tation of tho' 
Gorman air armaments to parity with tho individual Groat ?owora of 
tho Host takes it possible at any tico to fix a n r.xlfa i r, which Ger¬ 
many will be under a binding obligation to obsorvo with tho othor 
nations. 

r ho limitation of tho Goman Navy is placed at 35 per cont. of the 
British Navy, and therewith still at 15 per cont. bolow tho total 
tonnage of tho Fronch Navy. As tho opinion has boon expressed in 
various Tress cocccntarics that this demand is only a beginning and 
would lncroaso, particularly with tho possession of colonics, tho 
Goman Government horoby rake tho binding declaration: For Gorrany 
thio demand is final and abiding. Go many has not tho intontion or tho 
necessity or tho ooans to participate in any now naynl rivalry. 

Tho Goman Covenant rccognizo of themselves tho overpowering vital 
importance, and therewith tho justification, of a dominating pro¬ 
tection for tho British Empire on tho soa, procisoly ns wo ftro ro- 
solVod conversely to do all that is nocossary for tho protoction of 
our continental oxister.co and freedom. The German Government have 
tho straightforward intention to find and maintain a relationship with 
tho British people rad State which will prevent for all time a re¬ 
petition of the only struggle thore has been botwocn tho two nations 
hitherto. 

9. Tho Gcrcnn Govtrasnt aro ready to take an active /.art in all 
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efforts which a cy lead to a practical limitation of bounlloss 

aroaoants. They regard a return to the forcer idea of tho Genova 

• • 

Red Cross Convention as the only possible way to achieve this. They 
believe that first there will be only tho possibility of a gradual 
abolition and outlawry of weapons and nothods of warfare which era 
ossontially contrary to the Genova Red Cross Convontdon, which is still 
valid . Just aa tho uso of dua-dun bullets was once forbiddon and, on 
tho wholo, thereby prevontod in practice, so tho uso of othor dofinite 
ams should bo forbidden and prevented* Hero tho Gortrn Govomaont 
have in oirvd all thoso eras which bring death and destruction not so 
cxich to the fighting soldlors as in tho first ins tan co to non-cor-bntnnt 
won»n and childron. 

Tho Gorman Govorntxmt consider as erroneous and inoffoctivo tho idea 
of doing away with noroplnnos whilo leaving boebardnont froo. 3ut 
thoy holiove it possible to proscribe tho uso of certain arts as 
contrary to International law and to oxcoccimicato thoso nations 
still using thee from tho coccunity of mankind - its rights and 
its lows. 

Horn also thoy boliovo that gradual progross is tho host way to 
auccosa. For oxafiplo, thoro eight bo prohibition of tho dropping of 
gas, incendiary, end explosive boaba outaido tho real battlo zeno. 

This limitation could then bo oxtendod to cocploto international out¬ 
lawry of all boobing. 2 ut so lone as baching as ouch is permitted, 
any limitation of the number of bombing pianos is quostionablo in view 
of. tho possibility of rapid substitution. 

Should boobing as such bo branded as an illegal barbarity, the con¬ 
struction of bc*feing aeroplanas will soon be abandoned as superfluous 
and of no purpose. If, through tho Genova Rod Cross Convention, it 
turned out possible as a natter of fact to prevent tho killing of a 
defenceless wounded con or prisoner, than It ought to be equally 

possible to forbid, by an analogous convention, and finally to stop, 
tho bombing of equally defenceless civil populations. 
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In such a fundamental way of dealing with tho problem Gcrcjsny 
9003 a greater rcassuranco and security for tho nations than in all 

pacts of ajsistenco and military conventions. 

0 

10. The 'Jcrcan Govcrn»nt are ready to agree to any li c i tation which 

•.. • 

leads to abolition.of tho heaviest eras, especially suited for 

0 

aggression. Such arc, first, tho heaviest artillery, and, socbr.dly, 
the heaviest tanks. In viow of tho enormous fortifications on tho 

French frontier such international abolition of tho honviest

weapons of attack uould ipso facte give France 100 por cent, 
socurity. 

11. Germany doclaros horsclf ready to eeroo to any limitation 

whatsoever of tho calibre-strongtn of artillery, bottlo-ships, 

crulsors, and torpodo teats. In like ennnor tho Gormn Govornnwnt 

are ready to SCfopt any international limitation of tho sieo of 

warships. And finally thoy aro ready to agree to limitation of 

tonnage for oub-narinos, or to their collate abolition in case of 

international agrooeant. «nd they give tee furthor ajouranco that 

thoy will agroo to any international limitation or abolition of 

• 

arms whatsoever for a uniform s;*co of tiro. , 

12. The Goroan Govornccnt cro of tho opinion that all attonpts to 
bring ateut an alleviation of certain strained relations bofcwocn 
individual States by moans of international or oiltilctoral 
^rcooents oast be in vain until suitable measures aro taken to 
prevent tho poisoning of public opinion among tho nations by 
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irresponsible eloacnta orally or in writing, through the theatre 
or the cinooft. 

13. The German 'Jo^mcont are ready at any tine to reach on inter¬ 
national agraimjnt which shell effectively .irevmt ell attests 
at outside interference in the effairs of other States. They niat do- 
Bind, however, that such a settlooont bo inte.-nationally effective, 
and work out for tbo bone fit of all States. As thoro is a darr.or 
that in countrios whore tho Government does not rJSt on tho general 
confidence of tho pcopia, intomal upheavals aay a?J. too oaslly bo 
ascribed to external interference, it sooas neccsanjy that tho con¬ 
ception of lnterforonco• should be subjected to n precise intex^ 
national definition. 

Hooters of the Gornan Roichstag, I hnvo boon at pains to give you 
a picture of tho probloas which confront us to-day. However .Treat tho 
diffieultios and worrioa ovy bo in individual quostions, I consider 
that I owe it to qy position as Fuohror and Chanoollor of tho Roich 
not to admit a singlo doubt as to tho possibility of maintaining ponco. 
Tho peoples wish for ponce. It exist bo possible for tho Governments 
to maintain it. I boliovo that tho restoration of tho Goronn dofonco 
force will contribute to this peace. Not bccauso wo intend to incroaso 
it beyond all bounds, but because tho sicplo fact of its oxistcnco 
has got rid of a dangerous vacuum in Europe. Germany doos not intend 
to incroaso her arcaarnta beyond all bounds. i»o havo not got ton 
thousand bombing-plcnos and wo shall not build thorn. On the contrary; 
wo havo sot for oursolvos such limits as wo are convincod are 
noceasary for the protection of tho nation, without coming into 
conflict with the idea of a collective and regulated security. No¬ 
body would be happior then wo if such a regulation should maJco it 
possible for us to apply tho industry of our people to the production 
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of core useful thine® then instruments for fcho destruction of 
human life and property. 

Wo bcliovc that if the ; ooples of the world c'n agree to destroy 
all their gas, inflammatory, and explosive bombs this would be a 
iroro usoful undortrjcinG than using thee to do a troy one anothor.

Tho naturo of our new constitution rakes it possiblo for us in 

Germany to put a stop to tho machinations of tho war agitators.

Hay tho othor nations too be able to give bold jxprossion 
to thoir real innor longing for pooeo. tThoover lis'Chts tho torch 
of war in Europe can wish for nothing but chaos. He, howovor, 
live in tho firm conviction that in our tino will bo fulfilled 
not the doclino but tho renaissance of tho Wost. That Gereany 
nay sake an irvoriihablo contribution to this groat work is our 
proud hope and our unshakabio boliof.

She Versailles policy apparently pursues the ain of preserving 
forover the political constellations existing at the end of the 
World War, i.o. the victory of the Allies and ths collapse of the 
Central Powers.

First of all, world econony is based on tho principle of equal 
rights; it doos not adnit a division into prtviloftod and suppressed 
nations. Secondly, tho principle of Versailles Isa purely static

Ihus, looking lack at th* past has ch-wr. that ocononic factors plnyod

main cause for it. Furthoraoro, it has shown that provious covern- 
ncat measures designed to have effects on tho outsido world, such

147. Memorandum ty tho Reich Government to the Signatory Powers 
of the Locarno Pact, dated 7 torch 1936. 

Imediately aftor being informed of the Pact botwoon Franco and tho 
Union of Socialist Soviot Republics, concluded on 2 )*>y 1935, tho 
Gernnn Government drew tho attention of the othor signatory Powers 
of the Locarno Rhino Pact to the fact that tho obligations whieh 
Franco has undortnken in tho now Pact are not compatible with hor 
obligations arising out of tho Rhine Pact. Tho Gcra-n Government then 
explained their point of view in full detail and in both its legal 
and political nspocts - in its logoi aspect in tho Gorman Romornndun 
of 25 May 1935, in its political as poet in tho cr-ny diplomatic 
conversations which followed on that Memorandum, It is also known 
to the Governments concorned that neithor thoir written ropllos to 
tho Goman Uoaoranduc, nor tho arguments brought forward by thorn 
through tho diplomatic chonnol or in public declarative, wore ablo 
to invalidate tho Goman Govorneont'a point of view. 

In fact, all tho diplomatic and public discussions which have taken 
place sinco May 1935 regarding theso questions havo only boon ablo 
to confirm on all points the viow expressed by tho Gorman Government 
at tho outset. 

1. It is an undisputed fact that tho Franco-Soviot Fact is ex¬ 
clusively directed against Germany. 

2, It is an undisputed fact that in the pact France undertakes, in 
tho ovont of a conflict ' otweer. Germany and tho Soviet Union, 
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obligations which 30 far beyond her duty aa laid down in the 
Covenant of the Lcajuo of Nations, and which cocpol her to take 
aiU tary aotion against Germany even i»hon she cannot appeal 
either to a recomosndaticn or to an actual decision of tho Council 
of the League. 

3. It is an undisputed fact that France, in such a case, claims for 
herself the right to decide on her own judgocont who is tho 
aggressor. 

U. It is thereby established that France has undortakon towards tho 
• 1 cviet Union obligations which practically amount to undertaking in 
a given case to act as if nolthor tho Covenant of tho Loaguo of Nations 
nor the Rhino Pact, which refers to tho Covenant, wore valid. 

This rosult of tho Frnnco-Soviot Pact is not romoved by tho fact 
that France, in tho Pact, makes tho reservation that sho doos not 
wish to be bound to take military action against Goraany if by «uch 
action she would exposo hersolf to a sanction on tho part of tho 

e 

guarantor Powors, It'ly and Croat 3ritain. As regards this reser¬ 
vation, tho docisivo fact remains that tho Rhino Pact io not based 
only on tho obligations of Great 3ritain and Italy as guarantor 
Powors, but primarily on tho obligations established In tho relations 
between Franco and Germany. Thoreforo it matters only whether France, 
in undertaking thoso treaty obligations, has kopt hersolf within 
tho limits imposed on hor so far as Germany is concerned by tho 
Rhino Pact. 

This, howovor, the Gorman Govornaent eaist deny. 

Tho Rhino Pact was intended to achieve tho object of securing peace 
in Western Europe by providing that Germany on tho ono hand and Franco 
and Belgium on tho other hand, in their relation to one another, 
should rcncunco for all future time the use of military force. If 
at tho tice of tho conclusion of the pact certain exceptions to this 
renunciation of war going beyond tho right of solf-dofonce wore 
admitted. 
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the political reason for this, as is generally known, lay solely in 
tho fact that Franco had elroady undertaken certain obligations 
towards Poland ar.d Czechoslovak^, which she did xvot wish to 
sacrifice to tho conception of absolute security in the ffeqt. Germany, 
with her own clear conscience in regard to tho matter, at the 
time accepted theso lied tat ions on tho renunciation of war. She did 
not raise objections to the treaties with Poland and Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, laid by France on tho tablo at Locarno, solely on the ob¬ 
vious condition that those treaties were in confornity *d th tho 
construction of tho nhino Pact, and contained no sort of provisions 
regarding tho application of article 16 of tho Covonant of tho Lcaguo 
of Nations, such as those contained in tho now Franco-Soviet 
agroeaents. Tho contents of those special agreononts, as then 
notified to tho Gorman Government, fulfilled this condition. Tho ex¬ 
ceptions admitted in tho Rhino pact woro not, it is truo, specifically 
•onfinod to Poland and Czechoslovakia, but wero formlntod as an 
abstract principle. Novortholoss, the intontion of all tho negotia¬ 
tions relating to thoso questions was ooroly to find a conpromloo 
botwoen tho renunciation of war by Goraony and Franco, and tho wish 
of France to maintain tho obligations which sho had alroady under¬ 
taken towards hor allios. If, thoroforo. Franco now utilizes tho 
abstract provisions of tho Rhino Fact, which pornit tho possibility 
of war, in order to conclude a fresh alliance against Germany with 
a power highly arced in a military sense; if sho thus further, and 
in so decisive a mnnor, restricts tho scope of tho renunciation of 
war agreed upon with Gorcany; and if in this connexion, os shown 
above, sho doos not oven observe tho fixed formal legal limits, sho 
has created an entirely now situation, and has dostroyed tho 
political system of tho Rhino pact, not only in theory but also 
in fact. 
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The latest debates and decisions of the French Parliament have shown 
that France, in spite of the Gerasn representations, is determined 
to put the pact with tho Soviet Union definitively into force. A 
diplomatic conversation has even revealed that France alroady ro- 
gards herself aa bound by her signature of this pact on 2 flay 1935. 

In tho face of such a development of European politics, tho German 
Government, if they do not wish to neglect or to abandon the interests 
of tho Gorman pooplo which thoy have the dity of safeguarding, cannot 
remain inactive. 

The Goroan Governoont have continually emphasized during the ne¬ 
gotiations of tho last years thoir readiness to obsorvo and fulfil 
all the obligations arising frea the Rhino Pact as long as tho 
other contracting partios wore roady on their side to maintain tho 
Pact. This obvious and ossontial condition can no longor be regarded 
as boing fulfilled by Franco, Franco has replied to tho repeated 
friondly offora and peaceful assurances aido by Gorcany by in¬ 
fringing tho Rhine Fact through a military alliance with tho Soviot 
Union exclusively directed against Gorcany. In this Conner, howovor, 
tho Lacarno Rhino irct has lost its inner moaning and coasod In 
practico to oxLst. Consequently, Gorcany regards horsolf for hor 
part as no longor bound by this dissolved troaty. Tho Gorman 
Government arc now constrained to face tho now situation crootod by 
this alliance, a situation which is rendered aoro acute by tho fact 
that tho Franco-Sovlot Treaty hae been supplemented by a Treaty of 
Allianco between Czochsolovakia and the Soviot Union oxactly parallol 
in form. In accordance with the fundamental right of a nation to 
secure its frontiors and onsure its possibilities of dofonce, tho 
Gorman Government have to-day rostered tho full and unrestricted 
sovereignty of Germany in tho demilitarized zone of tho Rhinoland. 
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In order, hoover, to avoid any misinterpretation of their intentions 

and to establish boy end doubt tho purely defensive character of 

% 

those ceasures, as well as to express their unchangeable longing for 
a real pacification of Europe between Statos which aro equals in 
rights and equally respected, the Gcrsan Government declare them¬ 
selves ready to conclude now agreements for the croation of a 
systec of poacoful security for Europe on the basis of the following 
proposals: 

1 . The German Government doclaro themselves ready to enter at onto 
into negotiations with France and 3elgiun with regard to the creation 
of a zone demilitarized on both sides, and to give their agreement 
in advance to any sur^ostion regarding the dopth and nature there¬ 
of on the basis of full parity. 

2. Tho Gorman Government propose, for tho purposo of ensuring tho 
sanctity and inviolability of tho boundaries in tho Wost, tho 
conclusion of a non-aggrossion pact botwoen Goranny, France, and 
Gol-lum, tho duration of which thoy aro roady to fix at twonty-fivo 
years. 

3 . Tho Gorrnn Govornoont dosiro to invito Great Dritain and Italy 
to sign this treaty as guarantor Fowors. 

4. Tho Goman Government agree, in case tho Netherlands Government 
should so desire and tho othor Contracting Pcrtios considor it 
appropriate, to bring tho Netherlands into this treaty systoo. 

5 . Tho German Government are prepared, in order to strengthen 
further theso socurity agreements between tho .iostorn Powers, to 
conclude an air pact calculated to prevent in an automatic and 
effective manner the danger of sudden air attacks. 

6 . The German Go Vermont repeat their offer to conclude with the Staton 
bordering Germany in tho East non-aggression pacta similar to that 
with Poland, As tho Lithuanian Government have in tho last few tenths 
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corrected their attitude towards the Itenel Territory to a certain 

extent, the Cornea Government withdraw thq exception whiqh they 

* • 

once oadc rogarding Lithuania apd declare their readiness, on 
condition that the guaranteed autonoey of the ',-qdo1 Territory ia 
effectively dovcloped, to sign a non-aggrossion pact of this 
nature with Lithuania also. 

7. Now that Gomany'3 equality of rlghta and tbo restoration of her 
full (sovereignty >vor the entire territory of the Gerean Reich 
have finally been attained, the Go roan Govcmncnt cons i dor tho 
chief reason for thoir withdrawal froa the Ieaguo of Nations to 
ho rcroved. They ore therefore willing to ro-entor tho Leaguo of 
Nations. In this connexion they express tho expectation that in tho 
courso of a reosenable period tfw question of colonial oquality 
of rights and that of the separation of the Lor-guo Covenant from 
its Vorsaillos,sotting nay bo clarified through friendly nego¬ 
tiations.

With thoeo anao people wo want t« rennin thua linkod for ever, and indood 
alao vith tho freo and independent nation* of other countrioa outoido of 

t 

Europe. Tho aooond croup ia ruled by that intolerant "’olahovlc doctrine 
which aina at international d~nlnatlon and which oreachoa the annihilation 
of what aro to ua the -v>at eternal and noat aaefed ldcala r^lntln* to thin 
world and tto noxt. In place of oil thla ^olahevlan would inatal a world 
which ia abhorrent to ua in ita culturo and ite outlook in 1 * lte toachinc. 
With thia 3olahcvic aoctlon of Kurope wo dcaire no eloeer contact than 
tho ordinary political and econoaic relatione. 
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It is ofton =ueh nore difficult for a nationalist to trior his nation to 
" sense of reason then tho oentreryv It vould probably have boon much 
easier for ao to croupe Instincts of rer*n^o than to awaken and 

strengthen n feeling for the necessity of European understanding. This 
latter I hero done. I havo stooped public onlnion In Goxr*ny fron making 
attacks of this kind against neighbouring nations. 

I have oxpurgated fro a tho Gcrnan Press all mprostlons of hatrod 
against tho Trench neoplo. I have lnbourod to Instil Into tho nin*s of 
our youth an aoorcciatlo 9 for the ldoal of an understanding with France. 
And hors oy work has net boen In vain. A few weeks ago, when our Fronch 
Suoets nnrehod Into the Olympic Stadlua at Garajsch-rnrtonklrchon, thoy 
may havo taken the occasion of noticing whether and how far I had 
tuccoodcd in bringing about such a ch-nge In tho nontnllty of tho 
Go men pooplo. 

Tho lnnor rondlness for sereins and finding such an understanding 
Is note lnportant than tho finely wovon attomts of statesmen to onsnoro 
tho world In 0 logoi not, and in pacts that are not clonr as to tho 
obligations thoy Involve. 

Ky ondoevours along thoso lines woro doubly difficult becauso, at tho 
samo tine I had to dollvcr Germany from tho cntanglenont of n Treaty 
which robbed hor of equality of rights, a Troaty which tho Fronch pooplo 
- rl^itly or wrongly, it docs not matter - bellovod it in tholr interests 
to mlntaln. In this connection I, as a Gornan nationalist, havo hod to 
cako n furthor particularly hoary sacrifice for tho Goman pooolo. So 
attempts havo hitherto been aade, at least in rocont tines, aftor a war

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sluply to deprive the loser of its sovereign rl*}its over large and 

■nail carts of Its territory. It was only In the Interests of that

understanding that I endured that f the heaviest political and nornl 
sacrlflco with which we could he turdenod; I wanted to continue to hear 
It only because I believed one should abldo ty an agreement which could 
possibly contribute towards nurlfylng the political etnoenharo betwoon 
Trance and Go many and between England and Go many and to establishing 
a fooling of security on all sides. Indeed, In addition to th“t I hnvo 
ofton - and. right here in this house - rcoresur.tod the point of viov 
thet not only are we prepared to sake this heavy contribution to the 
securing of pcnco in Surono, as long as tho ether parties fulfil their 
obligations, but that in this ngrocaent vo see a concrete - and thus tho 
only posslblo - ntteeot to establish pence in Europo, 

You, gcntlonon, are ncc-ualntod with tho contonts and solrlt of this 
agrocuontUvas Intendo* to prevent for all future tine tho anoloynont 
of force bo two on ’'el.rtun and Tmnce on tho o a o sldo, and Gemony on tho 
othor. Unfortunately the troatles of elll«nce that had already been nndo 
by Franco woro tho first obstacles laid in tho nracticel oath of this 
Pact, nonoly tho Hhlno Pact of Warno. To this Pact Gortany nado n 
contribution which roprosontod the grontost sacrlflco; because whllo 
Franco fortlflod hor frontier with stool and concrotc and am-nont, and 
garrisoned It heavily, a condition of ccnplcto dofoncolossncss v-b 
Imposed upon us on our Vostcm frontlor. Nevertheless wo pbl<*od by that 
obligation In tho hope that wo -light serve the cause of European po*co 
and advance international understanding by raking a sacrifice which oonnt 
so cuch for a greet P>wcr. 

Tho agretoent concluded between France and Pus Pin last ye«r, and 
already signed and accepted by the French Cheaber, ie in enen contradiction 
to this Pact.

This new Trftnco-Sovlct Agreement Introduces the threatening nllltary 
never of a nighty I^Tplro into the centre of ^nnio b* the roundabout 
way of CrechoSlovakia, the latter country having also signed an ngroo- 
nor.t vlth Russia. Rich bolng the state of affairs, It Is InoWslMo 
that those tvo countries should undertake In their agreenont to decldo 
the question of guilt, In the event of an Eastern Xbropean conflict, 
according to tholr own Judgment, and accordingly to regard the obli¬ 
gation of nutuel assistance as having arisen or not, entirely Irrespec¬ 
tive of an alrocdy existing or ponding decision on tho part of tho 
Loaguo of Vetlons Council. 

It has been asserted that In this Pact tho first obligation nood not 
nocossarlly apply becauso it Is restricted by a cortaln condition 
attached to tho toxt; but this assertion Is lncooprehonslblo. I cannot 
•ta.to that a cortaln courto of action Is exorestly a broach of an ob¬ 
ligation othcrvlao valid and therewith consldorod as binding, and then, 
In a furthor paragranh, declare that no action shall bo takon which 
would bo contrary to those othor obligations. In this caso tho first 
obligati a would be unroasonablo and therefore lncornrohenolble. 

This prabloa Is first and formost a political ono and nunt bo 
consldorod e.s such In all Its sorlous Indications. 

Franco has not concludod this Treaty with a 'fciropoar Power of no 
special significance. 2vcn before tho Rhine Pact caac into oxlstcnco 
Franco already had treaties of assistance with Csochoslovnkla and with 
Poland* Ocmnny rondo no objection to this, not -nly because those *>0.018, 
unllko tho Franco-Soviet Pact, voro subject to tho provisions laid 
down by tho Lcaguo of Nations but because at that tlno Csochrslovnkla, 
and uore particularly Poland, woro In the habit of following n oolicy 
in keeping with tholr own national Interests. 
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Geraany hea no desire to attack thaao Stataa, and does not believe that 
It is in thair interoata to attack her. Above all, hovever, Poland will 
remain Poland and France will remain Fxanco. Soviet Puaaia la tho 
oxponent of a revolutionary oollticl and philosophical ayaten organised 
in the fora of a State. Ita political crcod ia the confeaalon of faith 
in tho world revolution. It cannot be foroaoen whether thla philosophy 
will not be victorioua to-r.orrow or the next day in Franco aa wftll. Put 
should thla happen - and I aa a Gersan statoanan nuet count on such a 
possibility - then it la certain that thla new Poiahevlc Stato would be 
n aoction of tho Polahovlc International, which naans th*t tho doclaion 
aa to nggrosslon or non-aggrosslon would not bo jy*de bv two difforont 
States according to tholr own independent and objoctlvo Judgments, but 
ordera would bo insur'd fron ono headquartors. Should auch a developoont 
tako placo thoao hoadouartors would not bo in >ria but in Hoacow. 

"Xit I also believe that in tho hour of auch blttor recomltion and 
gmvo decision, in solte of everything, wo ought not to fail, parti¬ 
cularly at such a tine, to play our part in 'hiroocan co-opnmtion, and I 
bollovo that wo should now norc than over took now **ya which night raako 
pooslblo a solution of thoso questions in a way that would be advantageous 
to all. 

I havo thoro ondoavourod to oxpreas tho fooling of tho G<rnan oooplo 
by mklng concroto proposals. This people is anxious for its own security 
and is prepared to nako every sacrifice for its freodon and is at overy 
nonent ready to ontor into a sincere and honest "uropoan co-operation on 
the bnsie of oqunl rights for all.

Ambassador HID jfifcd3?'o rcssego that i»t is the desire of the 3ritiah 
Government and of the Dritiah people to begin na soon as possible with 
the • metical work r.icod at accocyljfahlng a true por.co in Europe was 
received with oicooro approval by ^ho Gorman Gevornoont. This desire 
ncets »it4 the l^morcost intontiins and hopes of the Gcraan people 
and it# loador'j. It is, therefore, to the deopeut rogrot of tho Ger- 
k>Q Govornro’jt not to find itself in a position to soe in tho draft 
’handed to fit on 20 Jihrch by t(te represontativee of tho Locarno Powora 
a workable end uaoful basis for preparing and carrying through such 
truly -peaceful work. 

In t'ne opinion of tho Gera/in people and of its Govomrent, this draft

Tho Gorman Gavornmont believes it its sacrod duty, in vice of tho

On tho othor hand, ifa shall attoc- t, by oxtondin.. end clarifying

In ardor to explairv its rojoction of tho individual discriminating 
points and in ordc* to substantiate its constructive suggestions, tho 
Gorran Government will have to state the followir.., principles: 

Tho Gorman Government has just roceivod froo the German people a 
solocn general rv.nd~.to to represent tho Reich and tho Gomrn nation 
in tao ways: 

1. the German pooplo is detormined undor all circumstances 
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to safeguard it* freedcn, ita independence cad thaa lta equal rights. In 

its opinion the observance of theae natural international principle*

requisite f<r any practical cooperation botween tho peoploB end the 
Geraan people will not deviate fron theae principles undor e.uy circu-u 
atancoB. 

2 . It ie the olncore deelro of the German poople to do everythin* in ita 
powor to contribute *b ahcro in tho *roat task of brinrin* about a *e- 
ndral reconciliation and understanding of tho European nations which 
should serve to secure the much needed peace for this continent,lie 
civilisation and its welfare . 

Theno nro tho wishes of tho Geimx.n peoplo and thue tho obligation of tho 
Goman Government. 

In roforonce to its fundamental ettitudo already etatcd in Its preliminary 
note of 2*< harch 1936, tho Gomcn Gcvorn-wjnt further-.oro wants to atato 
the following: 

a. In 1918, Gomeny concluded tho araistico treaty on tho basis of tho 
fourtoen points of ^ILSCK. Ho restriction of Goman sovoreienty in tho 
Hhlnolcnd »*.o planned in thoss points. Ch the contrary: Tho .Vin basic 
idoa of those points was to build up a bottor and durcblo ponco by 
oatabllohln* a now orennixation of the nations. Tho richt of nolf-do- 
tominatlon wna to bo obsorvod to tho fulloat oxtont and was to bo 
oquelly applied to victor and vanquished. 

3. In his apooch of 26 iarch, tho Royal British Forolra Klniator with 
ro*ard to the demilitarized zone, stated that, in tho lost cnalyaio, 
it had been established only in lieu of a separation of the Rhinolend 
fron Gorn ny which had actually been wanted by Frar.se in 1918. This 

steto-.ent reveals that the demilitarized zono wca established only os tho 

% 

consequence of a preceding violation of an obligation vhish had boon bin- 
din* also for the Allies. 

C. The provisions of the Treaty of Vorsaillos concerning demilitarization 
are, therefore, based on the violation of aseuraneea riven to C-cr**.any 
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end their only legal Justification yea force. They here been taken over 
frea the Treaty of Versailles into the Locarno Pact after another 
violaticc of law had been ccinltted, saaely tho occupation of the Ruhr 
cron which had been considered as a violation of lew even by British 
Jurists of the Crown. 

D. Tho «c-called "voluntary roaincietion" of Gomaay’s sovereignty in 
thcee western provinces of tho Beich thue constitute* a consequence of tho 
Treaty of Versailles and of a aeries of tho noat serlouo oppreaaiona of 
tho Geran peoplo roaulting fraa theao ccnooquoncoa; especially tho 
torriblo alsory and diotreaa of tho Beich which «M caused through tho 
occupation of tho Rhineland -ust bo pointod out. 

If, thorefore, the British Govomnent new docloros, thnt ono did spoak of 
a dictato <tf Yorsailloa, but cortrinly could not spofk of a dictate of 
Locarno, tho Goman Govoraaont aust ask tho following quootion: 

"Is thoro, or can thoro bo in tho world a groat peoplo who, voluntarily 
and without having boon eubjoctod to tho utuost cc-puloicn would bo 
or would hevo boon roedy to givo up, without rocc*Toneotion, its oevori. 
oign richts - in this particular cceo tho rust prl nitivo ri*-ht of de¬ 
fending its own frontiers 7". Sovortholoas-tho Goman people sufforod 
this situation for sovontoon years and as lcto as 21 Ray 1935 tho 
(toman Chancollor of tho Raich docltrcd that "tho Gorxn Hoioh Govornront 
considora tho demilitarised xeno as an extraordinary hoavy contribution 
on tho part of a sovereign state to tho pacification of Siropo" and that 
tho Rolch Govomr.ont "will obsorvo all obligations resulting fron tho 
Locarno Pact, as long as tho other partners of the troaty are also roady 
to abide by this pact". 

In its preliminary ccte of 2-1 Parch 1936 the Gorman Reich Govarnnont al¬ 
ready pointed out, that the nilitery treaty concluded botweon France 
end Soviet Russia has already deprived tho Locarno pact of its legal, 
and especially lte 
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political basis end this of the prerequisites cf Its existence, e do 
cot have to explfin this in detail, since: 

There is nc dcubt, that the policy to cover Ssrope with & net of nill- 
tary alliances counteracts per &e the spirit end meaning of the estab¬ 
lishment of a real te*ue of ^a%icnc. The groat d. -or crlsos tl»t thb 
eoncrcl entenglenen? in military alliances will rosult in e situation 
oiTilar to that which was cno of the *in ceases for the outbroalc cf 
the B'«t terriblo and -.ost sOnaeless of wars. 

It Is net within the power o.f ono olngle government to prevent such 
develcpront which has beon started by cortaU atjor powers, but it is 
the duty of any gevernnent* within the boundaries of its own territory 
of oovereignty to prepare *or any surprieo* which might rosult frer. 
such unclear Zurcpoon -.littery and cabinet policioo. 

In view of the previoue dlcvolopments repro sooting r cancel la tl CO of 
the legal and political foundaticno and prerequisites of the J.owrno 
Pact the Dorian Corormor.t, therefore, did nc*t ccnsldor itself bcund to 
this pact and teo roat ,*od Roich sovereignty ovor the ontiro tor*ritory 
of the Roich. 

The German Government in in nc position to tubnit *his step tahort 1 'J 
the safety of the Rj»icb, concerning only Gor.ntn Roich torrltoxy and not 
constituting n dcargor for anybody, to the Juflvnont cf n gromiua, uljich, 
even under tho nc*t fr.vcrtblo circu .attacos o culd only Judgo the lofol 
part, but under po circur.stancoo tho political part of tho caoo. Thl« 
io all the aore true, sinco tho council of the! Leaauo of Ration has 
already arrive# at a dec-cion, which tes established a legal precedent. 

Tho Gorran Roich Gcvornaont is furthermore convinced 
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that *uch Jodgaent wculd net cniy cot contribute anythin? positive 
towards a real constructive solution of the problem of Suropoan security, 
but waild only be suited to cccplic^te if not to prevent such c solu¬ 
tion. 

Indeed: either one boliovos in the possibility of guaranteeing gonoral 
por-ce in siirope, - In such e case the intended intervention In tho 
sovereign rights of e nation would only cause a disturbance, or one 
docs not beHwe in the possibility of guaranteeing tho penco, in that 
case such a decision would only be an ox post facto legal statement. 

For this reason, the German Government considers this point or all 
those points of this draft of tho representatives cf the Locarno 
Powers which only ccc^itute a unilateral incrimination for Go many, 
net only ns no rotlly generous and constructive solution of tho 
question cf Biropenn safety, but only as a discrimination of a greet 
pooplo.thus endangering any hopos fer a durablo poaco. 

In kooplng with tho nission rocelvcd free tho Oer:*-a pecplo, tho 
Gor-r.n Govormont therefore hao to rojoct all proposals which wculd 
bo unilaterally lncrinlnatitag and thus discriminating Goranny. 

As can bo soon from its-offer, Germany hes no intention of ovory 
attacking Bolgiun or Franco. It is woll known that in viow of 
France's gigantic armament program and its , onomeus fortification 
works cn tho French oastorn bordor such ettnek wculd bo completely 
oonsoloss free tho puroly nilitaxy point of view. 

For those roasons tho Gorflan Government cannot understand tho wish 
of the French Government fer irradiate neactlatlcos of the general 
staffs. The Gerttn Gcvernmont 
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would consider it only e serious cace of precedent if such agreements 
between general staff a would to held before the now aecurity pacts 
have been concluded. It is of the opinion ttet in any case such 
agreements could be cnly the consequence of political assistance ob¬ 
ligations of the fire Lcctrno powers and could take plnco only on a 
strictly reciprocal basis. 

The Gem n Government, furthermore, is of tho opinion that the mbs 
of existing problens should bo organised expediently for tho pirpeao 
of facilitating the solution according to St* points of view of tho 
?oel« to to achieved. In this cnee it would^hnve to oak the following

fundamental questions: 

Hhich is to bo tho gcal of tho offorts of Sxrcponn diplceecy? 

A. Is tho gocl to bo to koop up or centinuo undor oo» now ferns or 
nodiflentlens ft policy which has provod unworkable for securing any 
permanent penco, namely tho policy of dividing tho pooplos of Buropo 
in such with no»o nnd with loss rights, in pooplos with honor end 
ouch without honor. In free and unfroo pooplos? 

Is lt.furthernonj, to bo the real of tho efforts of Rjroponn diplonacy 
through this spirit to ftrrlro by aeons of simple majority decisions 
at statonents about past evonts, to pronounce Judgment in erdor to 
find n Justification for the continuation of tho f®or status 
which, free tho lognl point of view still coems to be lacking? 

Or should 

B; tho efforto of tho European gerforaaont bo directed towards arriving, 
undor ell circumstances, at a truly constructive regulation of tho 
! relationship towards one another of tho airopoftn nations and 
thus towards a porr.cncut and safe ponco7 

The German Government eves it to its people to state hero clearly end 
unmistakably that it will participate cnly in this second attempt, 
which seems to bo the only constructive one, but this it will do cut 
of a deop conviction and aided by tho

The Go mar. Goveranout Is of the opinion that the total task facing 

«l 

tho Suropean statesmen will have to he divided into threo flections: 
a) the period when things will calc down slowly and tho procedure for 
tho beginning of the negotiations ecu bo clarified. 

h) the period of the actual negotiations cined at securing the peace 
In Zuropo. 

c) a later period devoted to all tho supplementary work on tho Europoan 
peace project which ocy ho desired; this period cannot ho exactly de¬ 
fined either as to tho extent or to the contents nor can it or should 
it ho United (dlsaraamont questions, economic questions otc.). 

In view of this purpeso tho GcrJ-a Ocvcmnont suggests tho following 
pecco plan: 

1 . In order to lend to tho ccoing negotiations cinod at eocurinr tho 
poaco lr. Zurcpo the cherector of lacrod treatlos, tho nations In 
quostloa will participate only os .so'hero with cosplotoly equal 
rights and duties. Thoro will he no comjulslon to sign thono trortios, 
hut one: tho roco-mltlcn by all that those agroomonts nro evidently 
usoful for tho poaco of Zurcpe end tfxis for tho social happlnoss and 
ocononlc welfare of tho nations. 

2 . In order to shorten in tho lntorost of tho economic li6o of tho

up to tho signing of tho non-aggression pacts and this of tho .Tuarantood 
security of tho European peace. 

3. Tho German Govemmont promises during this period 
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not to enforce the troop* stationed in the Bhlnelaai provided that 
the Beldtn and the French Government eisilar guarantees, 

4. ?he German Government proaisea during thie period not to move the

troepe stationed in the Bhlneland cloeor-to the Belgian and French 
bordora, 

5. For the purpoae of guaranteeing these mutual a«Burnncea tho Ger- 
nen Govornnent suggests to fern a cocnieaion vhich will bo ccepoeed 
of representatives of the two guareator povore England and Italy end 
of a diaintereated neutral thitd power. 

6 . Gcxmny, Bolgiun and France aro authorixod to send ono repreaen- 

tativo ecch to that ccrrdsslon, If on tho baals of cortain happonlng* 

Oorrcrgr, Bolgiuc and Franco tolieve to nctico thet change* havo taken 

place in tf\£ allltary aituatlon wi'hin thie period of four nontha,

thoy havo tho right to infers tho guarenteoing co-miaaico of auoh 
obaorvrneo*. 

7. Gomany, Bol.-iun and Franco agroo in auch a ccao to lot thia coru 
nlaaion rxko tho nocoecary investigations through tho English and 
Italian nilitary attachoa and to have it report to tho power* in¬ 
volved. 

8 . Gomany, Beleiua and France pro-dee that they will consider to 
the full extent any crlticiaa resulting froa those investigations. 

9. Fcr tho roat the German Government le willing on tho bo*ia cf full

equality, to agree, togothor with ita **c 'feetorn noighbora to aig- 

nilitary restriction* on tho German weatern border.

10 . Gerncny, Bolgius, France and the two guarantor power*, under tho 
leadership of tho British government agree to enter ircodiatoly or 
at the latest after tho crctccne of tho French electiano into nego¬ 
tiations concerning tho conclusion of e 
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29 year non-aggression or security pact between Frence and Bolglun 
on the one side and Gerrnay on the other side. 

11 . Gerotny Benin ogroos to Sngland acd Ittly signir.g this security 
egrecnont n« guarantor powers. 

12 . If any spocial allitary assistance obligations should nriso fren 
those security agreenonts, Gor*y is ready to teke upco itsdlf sinilnr 
obligations. 

13. The Gertoc Govcrnoont herewith repents its suggestion to conclude 
an air pact ns a supplement and roinf orcenent of those so curl tv 
agroononts. 

14. The German Ooverr-nent repeats that it is willing to lncludo the 
Netherlands into the wostorn European security agroeaonts If this 
notion wonts to bo lncludod. 

15. In ordor to attrlhuto to this achievement of a voluntary guarantee 
of poaco betwoen Gernaay on tho one sldo and Franco on the other sido, 
the chnrncter of a reconciling end to a contury-old enmity, Oornany 
and Franco both promt so. In the flold of oducatlcn of tho youth of 
both notions as well as In official publications to dlroct thotr 
offorts towards avoiding ovorything which in tho form of ridicule, 
contocpt or un-collod for Intervention into tho Internal affaire ctf 

tho other nation Bay bo likoly to epoll tho attitudo of tho two pooploe 
towards cno anothor. They agroo to fcm a cccncn co=dsslon at tho 
League of Hationo in Geneva whoso task it will bo to subnit any in¬ 
coming cceplainte to tho two govornaonts for thotr information «nd 
investigation. 

16. Fcr the porpeso of naking this agroecent a sacral treaty, Germany 
and Franco proaiso to havo tho two peoples ratify it throufli a 
plebiscite. 
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17. Gcrmny is reedy to enter Into negotiations with the states at 
its south-eastern end north-eastern border in order to Invito than 
directly to conclude ncn-aggrossicn pacts. 

18. Germany doclaret to be rerdy to Join again tho League of Uaticns 
immediately or after tho conclusion of theoo agreements. The Goman 
Government wants to ropeat that it erpocta the cucstic® of colonial 
equality as well as the quostlcn of tho separation of the statute of 
tho Lea*uo of Satioafrcn its 7oroaillos basis to be eettlod In due 
ti.TO by way of friendly negotiations. 

19. Germany suggests to fern an international court of arbitration 
which is to bo competent for the maintenance of thoso treaties and 
tho decisions of which nro binding for all parties concornod. 

Aftor this great task of socuring porco in Surcpo has boea completed, 
tho German Roich Government censidors it 1 operative to ur.dorteko 
attempt# to holt by aoeas of practical ncasuros any unrestricted ar.ua- 
nont rrco. It would ccnsidor this not only an alleviation of tho 
financial and oconcnic situation of tho nations, but also psychological 
looconing-up of tonsiens. 

However, tho Gordon Gcvornmont doos not expect any workcblo ronults 
from universal rotations, which would not havo a chcmco from tho 
very beginning and could only bo suggested by thoso who hnvo no interost 
in ary prccticcl resulte. Gn tho other hand, it is of tho opinion that 
negotiations nr.d result# achieved in tho flold of restricting naval 
umrvmont could prove instructive and inspiring. 

The Gor-nn Government thordfero suggost to ccnvcfco futuro conforoncoo 
with,in each caso.only cno, but clearly defined task on tho nronda. 

It considors it as the foremost task. 
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to subject air warfare to that spirit rf morel and human principles 
which, through the instrument cf^tho Goneve Convention guaranteed 
special consideration to non-belligoronts and wounded persons. In the 
same way ae Interactional conventions forbid the killing of dofonse- 
lesa wounded persons or priscncra t tko uee of dandun weapons or the 
wnglnc cf submarine werfere without warning, a clvllixod mankind mint 
succeed, alac with rogord to new weapons In preventing possibilities 
of sonseless unrestricted uso of such woapone without defending tho 
purpose of weeing war. 

Tho Gor-*.n Government therofere suggests as tho first practlcil tasks 
to be dealt With in th'se conferences; 

1 . to forbid tho throwing of gas, poisonous and incondlary bombs; 

2 . to forbid tho throwing of bombs of any kind on opon Inhabited 
areas which aro outside the range of tho nodlun artlSfcry of the 
fighting frecto; 

3. to forbid tho btr.bardoont of lnhabltod areas with far-reaching 
oanrsr.o cutsldo of a fighting area of 20 klloootors; 

4. to forbid and discontinue the lalldlng bf tanks of the.heaviest 
klhd ; 

5. to forbid and discontinue the hoevioot kind of artillery. 

• 

Ac soon os tkore io a possi ility for further re-trlctlons of aroononta 
resulting frcn thoco conferences and agreonentc, they are to bo consldorod. 
Airondy at this point, the Gorman Ocvoramont Is willing to Join any 
such agreement as soon ns It is given international validity. 

The Goman Government Is of tho opinion that even tho first stop to¬ 
wards disarmament will bo of extraordinary Importance for the attltudo 
of the nations towards each other end thus also for tho return 
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of that state cf confidence which constitutes the prerequisite far 
tho derolop-cnt of ooa'.orco and prosperity. 

In order to conply.wlth the general desire fer a restoration of 
favorable econoalc ccndltions, it is, therefore, ready in the, spirit 
of the profferred suggestions inuediately after exclusion of the 
political treaties to entor with the ecuntrios concerned Into an 
exchengo of Ideas concerning oconcdc questions, and to do ovorything 
in its power to contribute its shrro to inprovo the eccnonic eltuntlon 
In Birope and that of world occnarjr' which is lnsopareblo fren 
European occaoaj. Vith the peace plan as outlined above, the Ocrron 
Belch Coverment bolleves to have done Its hhare fc-the reconstruc¬ 
tion of a new Biropo based on ootunl respect and confidonco botvoen 
sovorolgn nations. Govorel opportunities to croc* porce In SUropo

•hrlnk fro* any oeaiore* which are apt not only to give a *en*e of 
•ocurtty to the nation, bat which abovo all, fill ouraolree with tho 
conviction, that tho Independence of the Reich 1* guaranteed under oil 
clrcuaetnnce*.

Hcnbcrs of tho nlnorlty have a right to the free use of tholr mothor 
tonguo In speech md writing, In tholr personal and oconoalc rel-tlons,

notional custoas, either In orlvato or nubile life, shall not entail any 
disadvantages for than. 

H. Tho right of noabers of tho minority to unite In associations of n 
cultural or economic nature Is .guaranteed. 

4. Tho alnorlty a-y establish and n«int*in schools employing Its own 
language. In tho religious enhero aenbers of the nlnorlty arc gmntod tho 
right to use tholr nothor tongue In tholr church organizations and in tho 
practico of tholr roll-on. There will be no intorfcronco by the authorities 
with existing institutions In the srhoro of confession or of oh r, Atnblo 
activity. 
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5. The ncnbor* of a nlnorlty say not, *<>loly on account of eueh nombcf- 
•hin, auffor any obstructlen or dl*advepta*o in the choico or in the 
ezerclao of their profc*«ion or corporolal activity. In the ©canonic sotoro 
aonbor* of ft ainorlty *hall enjoy the **nc rights a* tho national* of tho 
Stnto, etpccially in tho -y>B*e**lon or acquisition of property. 

Tho above principle* can in no way affect the duty of the ninoritlo* 
to «ivc conaleto loyalty to tho State to rfiich they bolonq.

The practical enforconent of tho principles con¬ 
tained in this Declaration can aibstantially contribute to the 
ettninnent of this goal. 

Tho effort of the German Govornnent is directed towards creating 
a harmonious and internally peaceful cc-habitntlcn of tho Polish 
national group »4th the Oenaa people of the Reich. 

I assert that tho intention of tho Gorman Gorornaent to croato 
bread and wcrlc for evory citxon of tho Reich holds good also in tho 
case of tho members of tho Polish national group and is being put 
into offect. In a poricd of widespread unonployaont and erect priva¬ 
tions tc which members of tho Gorman national groups in Europe are 
still efton oxpcood, the Polish national group" has its full oharo 
in tho eccnonic revival cf the Reich.

Wo oro dirocting our supporters to refrain 
froa casting votoa at tho plebiscite on Sunday. Wo 
hove docidcd on principle to abido by tho agreement 
of tho 11 July 1936 and by that of tho 12 February 
1938. But wo oro not prepared to annrunoo our decision 
in this fora. Purthornorc, the nonnor in which tho 
plebiscite was introduced can only bo described by an 
oxprpaeion which I profer not to usa. It was dooidod 
upon without roforonco to tho cabinet and behind its 
back. The ontiro monnor in which the plobisoito is 
to bo carried out nakco it possible for one person to 
cast aovoral votoe and gives tho officials of the 
Vatorlaondisoho Front unrootrfotod control of tho voting, 
so that tho way is opon to’evory sort of abuse.

"I'o (Minister Girls o-Horatona.u* -nd Scyss-Inqur.rt) discussed tho situation 
aw! nt 10 a.n. visited the Fodoml Chancellor,. i.'c deenndod that he refrain 
free putting his intended refer 'ndun into effect -nd substitute it by a 
plebiscite to be held six weeks later after an appropriate oloction campaign 
which would really give the pcoplo an opportunity to decide, whereby tho 
strictest secrecy should bo observed aw! the strictest control axorcisod. 

Tho Chancoller received us in a sor.cvhafc irritated frooo of nin’., -■nd had 
still by no ncans'realized the gravity of tho situation. 

Dr. Soyss-Inquart, :iho hat! only Lately hoard of Schvschnig^'s intentions, 
pointed out oxprcssly tho darters three.toning hoiec politics. Buorgoriwistor 
Schaitz had axcod the socialises and. cocsiunists in plants; ho had said that 
canvassing activity for tho plebiscite planned, by tho Chancoller would flaro 
up and inevitably call out tho national soci-lists, uho could not approve 
of tho action directed against then and Germany, and thoro would bo civil 
war., I stressed tho enormous forei ji politic"1 dan era which such a dovelpp- 
iwnt was bouR'’. to aht.ail. Just as in July 1914 ivatrla would becocw tho . 
starting-point of a. :rorld nar - tho only difference .-as that then tho aim 
vra tho surviwalo! a Larg and rcspoctod state, tho survival of »<ilch w-s 
of vital inportv.ee, - as at stake, an ait which is by no scans cooporablo 
to tho present state of affairs. 

The Federal Chancellor rec.ainod obstinate in particular ho did not undor- 
otan’., - or did not :mnt to undemt-nd - tho sensation 'fhich his con’.uct 
in connocticr. :.lth JLrchtcsgad.en must n^cor.sarily causo in Berlin. 

In reply to Soyas-Inquart's rmonstrances that in tho oyes of the people tho 
government had lost -11 presti. e, ho decLarad hi self to bo prepared norely 
to pomlt tho use of t:io vetin slips, ono labelled "For ..ustria 'dth 
Schuschnigg" and. tho other "For ..ustria without Schuschnigg". ’o. wore of 
sourso not satisfied irith those concessions, ’o loft after sicussions 1 sting 
an hour .and a half, lthout having reach o’ a docission.

At noon Dr. Soyss, Hajor Xlausncr (Regional chief o* 
the Austrian HSDA?) end I looked down on the square 
from a n office "Ain Hofo". Tho sky was groy. A gale 
whirled into tho air all the propaganda leaflets for 
the Vatcrlaondi8cho Front which covorod the ground. 
Trucks roared by filled with peoplo with reisod arms 
and clonchod fists, shouting “long livo Schuschnigg" 
nnd oven "Long live lioscow". 3ucrgorncistor Schmitz' 
campaign had begun. The scene renindod no vividly 
of pictures I had socn of Novonbor 1918. Tho droadful 
and depressing atoosphoro of war was in the air. Not 
without reason, os was later proved, tho three oboorvoro 
discussed tho possibility of being arrested at any 
moment end the consequences which night attond such 
arrests. Scyss and I conposod a lottor to tho Fodoral 
Chnneollor in which wo again stated our demands of 
that norning and denandod on answor by two o'clock in 
the afternoon, saying that if this were not dono v;o 
should be forced to hand in our resignations to tho 
Federal Prooidont (Uiklcs). Schuschnigg rocoivod this 
lottor at ono o'clock. An hour lotor wo wore mot ct 
the Bsllhauspletz by two ministers who woro to offor 
us anothor compromise on behalf of tho Chancellor. 

Xio would not consider ouch a solution. Tho tv.o rainistoro 
loft without having octtlod tho^r business and afow 
minutos later Schuschnigg*5tt°tfco pillared hall oi tho 
Kaunitz Palace end informod us that te was yielding . 
tc our pressure and v?as cancelling the intended plobis— 
cita. His position had of course bccomo untenable. 

After n private ccnvcroation which he had half an hour 
lator with Dr. Seyss-Inquart, Schuschnigg rcsignod.

security that the votes will be properly counted - and so on. 

If these are the methods whoch can confer on a regime the

stamp of legality, then for fifteen years we National Socia¬ 
lists in Gernnny were only fools i We had to go through a 
hundred election fights and laboriously win the support of 
the Oornan people. 

When the late Prssddent of the Reich at last oalled ns to 
power, I was the Leader of by far the strongest party in the 
Reich. Slnoc then I havo tine and again sought to glvo to the 
^ernan people an opportunity of oonfimlng the legality of my 
existence and of my action*, and that confirmation was granted 
mo. But if the methods which Herr Sohusohnlgg wished to employ 
are the right ones, then the plebiscite in the Saar territory 
was only a mookery of a people whose return to the Roloh it r«*a 
was doslrod to make noro difficult. But on this point wo 
think otherwise. I beilette that we oan all be proud that here 
too? in this £aar plebiscite, we won a vote of confidence 
from the w em»n people in so unexceptionable a fashion. 

Against this unexanple expedient of an election frauf 
the Geman people in Austria itself at last revolted. But this 
time when the regime once more planned simply to crush the 
movement of protest with a strong arm. the result could only 
be a new olvll war.

But be who hat any knowledge cf history cannot doubt that in the long 
run the tenacity (Bebarrlichkeit) of the forcos which naintain a 
pooplds individuality ero generally stronger thftf the effect of 
any oppression.

‘ Oi Tuesd-.y 8 March tho first statements reached =» about a plan for a 
plobiscito. These statements appeared so fantastic and untrustworthy 
that they were rogarded ns cero ruaewrs. Then on tho ovoning of *'odnoe- 
d'y through a truly astounding speoch wo woro informod of an attack 
not only on the toms agreed upon botweon uo but norc thm that - on 
attack upen tho najority of tho Austrian peoplo. 

In a country, in which for -any yocrs no olocticos at all had token 
place, wore tfaoro oxisted neither a voters' card lnd»x nor rogiotor, 
the date was sot for an oloction to bo hold within 3 days. Tho 
quostion to be voted upon was put in ouch a way, that a nogatlvo 
answer eppearod punishable undor tho laws then valid in Austria. Thoro 
woro no voter#' registers; it wa B thoroforo lnposelblo froa tho 
start totnepeot then, 
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ccrrecticno were cut of the question, secrecy ves neither guaranteed 
ncr dee .-ed. Three vba should s‘y 'So' vculd be rerked non, 
while for three who caid 'Tee' every opportunity ^e riven to 
falsify the reeult of the voting; in ether worde: Herr SCBJSCHBIGG, 
who know very woll that ho had behind his only the minority of the 
population, scurht through on unoxarpled election fraud to croate 
for hir.eelf the ncral Justification feran open viclatlon of tho 
obligati one to which he had agreed. Ho wiohod to efiln a noodnto for 
a further end etlll ncre brutal qproseion of thor o\orwhoLming 
majority of tho Ocirua Austrian people. 

Such a breach of faith ccxild only loed to a revolution which rwet have 
resulted in frightful bloodehod, for whon after the infliction of 
nuch continuous wrong the cloving coal# of passion burst into tlane 
they can, oxporionco provos it, bo extinguished only In blood. 

That ti * wag tho right nttitudo to adept was proved by tho fact 
that vithln throo days tho ontire hosoland hastenod to noot oo 
whon I carriod out tho Intervention which hnd nev boccno unavoidable, 
whilo not a slnglo shot was fired, not a single victin foil - a 
result which nust, I ir*glno, isive oausod not a little regrot to our 
international pacifists. If I had rxtanswered tho wieh of the 
Austrian pocplo and its new national Socialist Government, then con¬ 
ditions would nost certainly have ariecd which wculd later hnvo 
still made it nocossary 
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for ue to Intervene. I wished to spero this beautiful country 
endleas misfortune cad suffering. 


I expect paoplo to have the understanding and the strength to 
arrive at a unique decision Just worthy of Itself. Just as in 1933 
In view cf the size of the vorfc ccnfror.ticgue. I eskod tho Goman 
pooplo, to grant r* 4 years' tine for tho solution of tho groat 
tasks, so again for tho second tine I havo to ask you: Oorran 
pooplo, grant ae 4 ncre years, in order that I nay turn the finally 
accomplished fact of the re-union intc a living roality for the 
benofit of everyone. Aftor that period has elapsed, t'o new Goman 
People's Reich shall have grown into ono indivisible wholo, firaly 
woldod according tho will of its pooplo. under tho political londor- 
ohip of tho national Socialist Party protoctod by its young Rational 
Socialist Vohrnecht and prosperous owing to its flourishing eccnoric

off the negotiations over the disputed question which has attson la 
Europe and tc endeavour to reach a peaceful, honourable, and con¬ 
structive settlement cf this question. Host assured that I can appre¬ 
ciate the generous artivo which prompts your remarks and that In overy 
respect I store your view cf tho incalculable conseuqoncos of a Bircpean 
war. For this very reason.I can end oast refuse to accept any res¬ 
ponsibility on the part of the German people and its loadore if it 
should happen that future developments, in spite of all ry offorts, 
should in fact load to tho outbreak of hostilities. 

In ordor to fetra a Just Judgoaont on the problom of the Sudoton Gormans 
which is at prosont undor dlscusslc© it is essontial to consider tho 
clrcuastn-cos in which in tho last rosort the rieo of this problem and 1 
its dangers havo their cause. In 1918 tho Oeraan people laid down its 
arms in the sure confidence that tho conclusion of poaco with those 
who woro then its onenies would realiso tho principles solemnly pro¬ 
claimed by Prosidont VILSQi and os solemnly rocegnixod os binding by 
all the Powers >iich were engaged in the war. Hevor in history has tho 
confidence of a pepple boon norc shamefully abused than at that tiao. 

T he peace conditions which woro forced upon the dofeated nations in 
tho treaties concluded in a suburb of Paris fulfilled not one cf tho 
pronlsos which had beon given. Bather they havo created in Europe a 
political reelue which aade of the conquered nations tho outlawed 
pariahs of tho world and which cust froa the first havo beon re¬ 
cognised by evory intelligent person ae indofenslble. 
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CBe of the points in which the character of the 'Diktats' of 1919 
stood aoet clearly rovcaled was the foundation of the Cxechoslcvak 

State, and the delinitatlon of Its frontiers which took no account cf 

* 

history or nationality. Vlthin these frontiers was also includod the 
Sudeten verrltcry, although this district had always been Goraan and 
although its inhabitants after the destruction cf the Hapsburg 
Monarchy had unanlnously declared tfaoir wish to be united with tho 
Gerran Boich. Thus tho right cf self-doterninaticn which President 
VILSCN had proclaimed as tho cost inpertant foundation cf the lifo cf 
pooplos woo sinply refused to the Sudeten Goroans. 

But that was not encugh. In tho treaties of 1919 definite, and 
according to the wording of tho dccunonts far-reachl. g, obligations 
towards this Goraan elenent wore inposod upon the Cxochcolcvak 
State. These obligations frea tho cutsot woro not obsorvod. The 
Leaguo of Satlons chargod with safeguarding tho exocuticn of thooo 
obligations failod cocpletoly. Since that tlae tho Sudoton territory 
has boon engaged In a bittor etrugglo tc aaintaln ite Goraxn 
character. 

It wue l natural and unavoidable dovelcpaont that after the growth 
in strength of tho Goman Boich and of tor the rounicn of Austria 
with tho Boich tho passion of tho Sudoton Gomans fer the prooorvation 
of their cultural lifo and fer closer association with Oeraony did 
but lncroaeo. In spite cf tho loyal attitude of tho Sudoton Goman 

Party and its leaders, opposition tc tho Cxochs grew evor strengor. 

• 

Frca day tc day it becaoo clearer that tho Governsent in Prague was 
not propared in fact to toko any account of tho nest elenentary rights 
of the Sudeten Gersans. Eathor it sought by cethods which grow noro 
and arre viclent to effect the 'Cxechixation' of the Sudoton territory. 
It was unavoidable that this aoticn continuously led to greater and 
more sort cue tension. 

At first the Goraan Governaent did not intervene in this develojr.ent 

in any way and it still naintained its attitude of caln reserve when 
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ia May cf this year the Czechoslovak Government proceeded to a 
nobllizatioo of its army under tha completely false pxotert of Ger¬ 
man trcop-concentraticns. The reftwcl cn the part of Germa-jy at that 
tine tc tako any nilitary countor-neesures did tut sorve to laoreaoe 
the intransigence cf the Gere meant ia Prague. That woe prove;} by 
the ccurae of the negotiations conducted between the Sudeten Gor- 
nan Party and the Government with a view to a peaceful settlement. 
Theee aegotiatlone produced the conclusive proof that tho Czochoa- 
lovelc Goveraaent waa very far frea any real and fundamental grasp of 
the Sudeten problea and froa any attempt to bring it to a just 
■olution. 

As a consequence daring the loet few weeks conditions in the Czechos¬ 
lovak State, as ie generally kr.wc, hare boocae intolerable. Political 
persecution and oconcede oppression have plunged the Sudeten Geronns 
into indescribable nisery. In order to illustrate theee ooniitions 
it will suffice to refor to the following facts: 

At tho prosont aaaent there are 214,000 Ooraan refugees who have 
beon forcod to leavo house and hoarth in their hereditary homeland 
and hero oscaped CTer the German frontior because they saw in this 
tho lost and only possibility cf escaping frea the hlderus Czecho¬ 
slovak .ale of violence and blocdy terror!s=. Unnumbered doad, 
thousands of wounded, tewcf thousands who have beon arrestod and 
inpritenod, deserted villages - such ore tho witnesses which bring 
their chargo bofero a world public, witnesses of that outbreak of 
hoetilltieo, begun long «o on the port of the Prague Governnent, 
which you in your telegram Justly fear, to cay nothing of the 
destruction of tho ecoacnic life of tho Sudeten German area which 
has been systeaatically pursued by the Czech Governrent for twenty 
years, already that economic life carries with it all those features 
of disorganization which ycu foresee as tha ccneeqaenco of the out¬ 
break of war. 
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These are the facts which coespellod m in =y speech at Kuresberg on 
12 September to declare before the whole world that this outlawry 
of three and a half alllion Germans la Csechcslcvakia nust cork' to 
an ond apd that these folk If they can of theceolres find no Juttloe 
and no help aist receive both free the German Solch, But la order to 
rake a last attempt to reach the goal by peaceful coans I have nado 
concrete proposals for the solution of the problon in a nemcrandua 
which was handed to the British Prlae hinlster cn 23 Septenbor. Theeo 
proposals have since then been sade known to the public. aftor the 
Csoohoslovak Ocveranont had previously doclered to the British and 
French Governments that It agreed that the aroa of Sudeten Genaen 
settleoent should be separated freo tho Cxechoslovak State ond united 
to tho German Reich the proposals of the Geraan nenorandun havo no 
othor ain than to secure a rapid, cortnin, and Just execution of 
that Csoohoslovak prcnleo. 

I oa convinced, Nr. President, that, whon you review tho whelo 
dovolopnont of the Sudeten Oornon problea frees Its beginnings darn 
to tho present day, you will rocrgnlso that tho Gorman Oovomnont 
has In truth foiled nelthor In patience nor In Its henost wish for 
a peacoful understanding. It Is not tho fault of Ooraony thet thoro Is 
a Sudoton Goraan probloa at all or that frees that pre>blon the prosont 
Insupportable ccndllons havo orison. Tho fearful fate cf tho vlctlas 
of this problea does not adolt cf any furthor postponement of Its 
solution. The pcosibilitlos cf reaching a Just oettloaent through 
agreement are thus exhausted with the proposals of tho Goman nomo- 
randun. It dees not new rest with tho Geraan Government, 
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tut nolely with $he GcYernsent cfc Ctechoelcrekia to decide whether 
It wiehOB peace or war.

Sense of responsibility an* devotion on the part of the German lea¬ 
ders at Munich hare resulted ip reuniting on fhe basis of ethnic 
principles the Cancans living in CtechorSlovakia with thp f«s| of the 
Goraan people. The leaders of the Axis Powers likewise achieved to bring 
freedon and the possibility to return to the Hungarian ethnic groups, 
which, like the German had suffered twenty years of hard suonression 
from aliens. Without anybody taking up arms the borderllno was fixed on 
the bnels of the German-Italian award which had been reauestod and 
occeptod by both parties; this border nade the ethnographic border 
desired by Hungary a fnct and increased that country's oooulatlon by 
one ailllon people. 

All these lnportnnt events Involved risks as voll as heavy material 
l.o. financial sacrifices for the Hoich. Gernany.thorofore, exnooted 
this revision which had been edited with longing slnco 191Q and had 
bocono posulblo only through Germany's Intervention, to be recolrrf with 
unrestricted aporovel In Hungary. Thero is no doubt that the groat mass 
of tho soundly thinking Hungarian nooplo did roact in that way, tho 
conooquonco of which will be that tho alrendv existing confidence and 
tho fooling of solidarity of tho two nntlons will even increase. 

Unfortunatoly, however, we *re commolled to sco thnt tho clrolos cl'oso 
to tho ^vonmont who could no * anything but confirm and accept 
the unhoard-cf successes of this deVolopeont are opposel by a heterogenous 
opposition, consisting of followers of the neanlo's front, Jews, re- 
actonnrios and other dissatisfied people, whose attitude causes bo- 
wildoroont in Gomany.

It cannot bo statod clearly enough: at Munich Goraany won a victory 
for the ethnic principle . »he Sudgton-Gcmnns voro Include' Into tho 
Reich; tho Polish an-* Hungarian ethnic groups also roturne'* to thols 
pothorlaads as a consequence of thoso agreea^nts. If In this copnoctlon 
thoso abovo-oontlone* ’lssctlsfle J Hungarian eleaonts, against any 
practical political sonse consido tho thousand-year old Reich of tho 
Crown of St.Stophen as theonly satisfactory goal to bo reacho* Hungary, 
thoso droanors an* talleors living In soao kin-* of an utoola should roallso 
that tho old Goman lnnorlal crown Is no losser symbol than the- crown 
of St.Stophon. 

Much tho noro Ooraany wolcoaos tho Hungarian Porolgn Mlnlstor, Count 
CsaJty, whon wo consider tho representative of a sound an** practical 
thinking Hungary In tho capital of tho Reich. Discussions with hla 
rovoalod tho peasant agroonor.t that a satisfactory and hnmonlous dovol- 
opoont can be ostabllshod in tho Denubo oroa basod on the old and nrovon 
relations botwcon tho Goman and Hungarian poopIc, and In closost colla¬ 
boration botwoon Hungary and tho axis "crlln-Hoao. During Worst thousand 
years Gcraan-Hungarlan friendship h-.s often proved that it is oosontlal 
for Duropo, end Germany's assistance in rostering Hungary's sovorolgnty 
ngninst allon invasions Is also In keeping with Goman-Hungarian traditions.

The Countries of Bohenia an! Moravia belonged for a thousand years 
to the living space of the German people. Only by force and folly were 
they torn arbitrarily free, their ancient historical nilieu and wore 
finally incorporated into the artificial structure of Czechoslovakia 
which becaae the seat of permanent unrest. FTcr. year to year the denger 
increased that freo this region, - as had happenod already in the 
past - a new terrible threat to the peace of Europe would arise. For 
tho Czechoslovakian state and her rulers had not succeeded in 
organizing reasonably the peaceful living together of t.'.e racial 
groups arbitrarily united and by so doing rousing and Maintaining the 
interost of all portios concerned in preserving their canon state. 
Thereby this state has proved its inner incapacity to exist and has 
therifore actually fallen a prey to dissolution. The Oomrn Roich can¬ 
not tolerate permanent disturbance in theso rogions so decidedly 
important for its own peace and security as woll os for tho general 
prosperity art! pcocc everywhere. As tho power which was nost strong 
interested and involved by its geographical situation and by its 
historical dovelopoent, sooner or later it would Imivo to boar the nost 
serious ccrujcquonccs.

(1) The Fuehrer will appoint a "Raich Protoctor of Bohenin ard Moravia" 
to watch over the interests of the Reich. His official seat is

(2) Tho Reich Protector hes, as representative of the Fuehrer and 
Chancellor of tho Roich and ns commissioner of tho Reich government, 
the task of seeing that the political Riding principles of the 
Fuehrer and Chancellor of the Roich aro observed.

Article 6 

(1) The Reich will look after tho foroicn affairs of the R*otectcrate 

in particular the protection of its subjects abroad. The Reich will

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(2) The Protectorate will hare a representative with the itoich govern- 
nent with the official title of "Ervfcj".

(3) The Protectorate nay set up its own units for the naintenanco 
of internal security and order.

The Protectorate belongs to the customs tono of tho Soman Reich and is 
subject to its custcos Jurisdiction.

(1) Until further notice the Krone is legal tondor along-sido tho Reichs¬ 
mark.

(1) The Reich cay issue legal provisions valid for the Protectorate, 
so .far os the ccmon interest renders thee necessary. 

(2) In so far as a cccr.on need exists, tho Reich nay take over adnini- 
strotive branches into its own adninistfation and staff then with the 
Reich officials necessary thereto.

Irrespective of the owner in which its final formu¬ 
lation may bo determined by Vith partios, the new Pollsb-TrltUh Agrocnont

cluoivoly agnlnst Germany. Tron the obligation now necepted by tho Polish 
Oovornaont it ap ears th/it Mand intends In certain clrcunotances to tako 
an activo part in any o-ssiblo Ger-.in-*'rltlsh conflict In the ovont of 
aggrostlon against Germany, evon should this conflict not affect ft)land 
and hor lntorosts.

The Polish Governnent, hovevor, by their recast dociaion to accede 
to in alllmco directed against Germany, h«ve given It to ho understood 
that they prefer a promise of help V a third Power to tho direct 
guarantoo of peace by the Goman Governnent. In view of this the Gorann 
Governaont arc obllgod to conclude that the Polish Governnent do not 
at present attach any Importance to seeking a solution of Gera^n-Pollsh 
problems by means of direct friendly discussions with tho Goman 
Govcmnont. Tho Ibliah Governnent havo thus abandoned tho oath traced 
out In 1934 for the shaping of Gorean-Poltsh relations. 

Tho Polish Governnent cannot in this connection anneal to tho fact 
that tho 1934 Declaration *»s not to affoct the obligations orevlously 
nccoptod by Poland and Gornany In relation to third parties, and that the 
Treaty of Alliance botwoon Ibland and Prance nalntalnod its veluo sldo 
by sldo with thnt Declaration.

Thus tho action tdken by Gernany In March 
of this yoar with a view to the radflcatlon of Central Europe did not, 

In tho opinion of tho Govcrrcent of tho Rolctf, disturb Polish lntereots 
In any way. This action led to the creation of a concon Pollah-Hun^arian 
frontlor, which had constantly been described on Poland's sldo as an 
inportant political objective. Moreovor, the Geraan Govomaent *avo 
uno»tulvocal expression to their ro«dinoss to discuss with the Polish 
Governoont in a friendly nanner all problems which, in the Polish Go¬ 
vernment's opinion, alsiht arlso out of tho changed conditions In Control 
Suropo.

Hobody knowing conditions In Danzig and tha Corridor Bid tho problems 
connoctod thcrowlth can dony, Pn Judging tho nattor objoctlvoly, that this 
proposal constitutes the very minimum which must be dtnanded from tho point 
of view of Gorman Interests, which cannot be renounced. The Po’lsh Govorn- 
mont, however, gave a reply which, olthou^i couched In the fora of counter¬ 
proposals, showed in Its esseneo a n entire lock of corrprc«enel«n for tho 
Goman point of view and was equivalent eorely to a rejection «f tho Goman 
proposals.

2. At tho saco time the Polish Gorcmaont accented, with rogard to 
anothor State, political obligations which nro not cowpatlblo olther 
with tho spirit, the meaning or tho text of tho Gcrman-Pollsh Declaration 
of January 26, 1934. Thcroby the I^llsh Govomnent arbitrarily and 
unllatorally rcodored this Declaration null and void. 

In spite of this necessary statement of fact, tho Govomnent of tho 
Reich do not intond to alter their fundaaontel attitude towards tho

I thought that through 
this surrender and throw* this attitude I bad renoved every con¬ 
ceivable ground cf conflict between cur two pocples which could 
load to a rcpotitlcn cf tho tragedy of the years 1914 to 1918. This 
voluntary linltatloa of tho vital dels (Lebensanspruecho) of Gomany 
In tho Vost cannot, however, bo interpreted as an acceptance of tho

fact tried year after yoar by the way of negotiation to offoct a 
rovision of at loast tho nost iapossiblo and nest intolerable pro¬ 
visions of this 'Diktat'. This proved lnpossiblo. That rovlsicn nust 
C«0 was clearly reallsod by =any intolllgont persons fron all nations. 
Vhntovor aoy bo adducod against =y aothod, whatovor criticisn it is 
beliovod oust be brought against it, it aunt not bo overlooked or 
contestod that through this aothod it was possiblo without frosh 
bloodshed in nnny casos to find solutions which did not satltfyGormany 
olono but that through the chamctor cf aj action the stotosson of 
other peoples woro rellevod of the obligation, which would ofton havo 
boon for thoa an lnpossiblo obligation, to havo to ansvor for this 
rovision bofore their cwn peoplos; for coe thing in any event your 
Excolloncy rust grant oo: Revision had to cceo. Tho 'Diktat' of 
Versailles was intolerable. So honourable Frenchman not oven yoursolf, 
Monsieur DaLADIER, would in a liko position have acted othorwlso 
then I hav? done. It is in this spirit, too, that I havo new sought 
to banish fro a tho world tho nest unreasonable of tho provisions of 
tho 'Diktat' of Versailles.

It was only 
through this lie cf Goman aggression that public opinion in Poland 
was inflaoed, It becene acre difficult for the Polish Government to 
nelco its cvn necessary, clear decisions, while, above ell, through the 
promise rf the guar on toe which followed, non'c vision cf the Units of 
practical possibilities was claxded. ?ho Polish Govornncnt rejected 
the proposals. Polish public opinion, in the certain conviction that 
new assuredly England end Franco would ficht in Poland's support, be¬ 
gan to raiso claims which one sirht call ludicrous insanity if they 
wore not so intensely deogorcue. Thon thoro bognn an intolerable 
torrorisn, a physical and oconcalc oppression of the Gormans, who 
still nuaberod ever one and a half nilllcns, in tho aroas which had 
boon eeparatod from tho Roich. I will net speelc horo (f tho atrocltios 
which havo boon perpetrated. But even Denslg, through tho continual 
ozcoosOB of tho Polish authorities, bocaao increasingly conscious 
that it was given ever, apparently without hopo of rellof, to a force 
which was alion to tho national charactor of tho city and its popula¬ 
tion- . 

Kay I new ask ycu, Monsieur IUL*DI2t, how would you as a Fronchnnn 
act if through scce unfortunate Issue of a brave ficht one of ycur 
prorlncee was cut off by a corridor which was occupied by an- Wien 
Power, if a great city, lot us say Marseilles, was prevented frcsa 
expressing its loyalty to frsaeo and if tho Fronchnon living in this 
district were to he persecuted, hoaten, ill-treated, oven bestially 
murdered? Ycu aro a Frenchman, Monsioir S aLADIEB, and therefore I know 
how ycu wuld act. I e=i Gernan, Monsieur SsLiXHZB, do not dwibt that 
my feeling of honour, that ay consciousness of duty wculd oocpelcme 
to act In precisely the oaao way. 
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If ycu bed the nlefcrtuno which wa have, would yoi, Monsieur EaLaDIB?, 

la that ceae understand if If Gerr/u^, without any Justification,

wore to insist that the corridor through France should renaln, that 
the stolen territories aist not return, that the restoration of Karsolllei t 
to Franco was forbidden? I cannot at least lnadne, Monsieur LALADIER, 
that on this crcund Germany would fight against you, for I and every 
one have surrendered the clais to ovisac e-Lorraine in ordor to avoid 
further bloodshod. *nd so ruch lees would wo shed blood to porpotuate 
an injustice which fer ycu would of necessity be ns intolerable ns 
for us it would bo insignificant. Everything which ycu write in your 
lettor I fool precisely as you do. Perhaps It is Just wo old soldiers 
of the front line who can cost easily understand each othor on avny 
questions: but I would ask ycu to understand this also: that for n 
nation conscicus of Its honour it Is inpcesiblo to give up nearly 
two alllion souls and watch then being ill-trectod on its own frontloro. 

I have theroforo put forward a cloar doaand: Danzig and the Corridor 
must case back to Gomany. *he Macedonian conditions on our Eastorn 
frontior auot ccne to an ond.

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Official German cemunique issued on the evening of 31 August 1938 
at 21 oo hours, containing a proposal for a settlment of the problem 
of Danzig and the Corridor as well as the German-Polish minority problem, 
fren "Documents conaerning the events leading pp to 

the war" page 306, ho. 1*68 and page 301* f. No. 1*66, 
Enel. n. 

announced over the German radio on the evening of 
31 August 1938 at 21 00 hrs. 

His Britannic Majesty's Governaent informed the German Government, in 
a note dated August 28, 1939, of their readiness to offor their mediation 
towards direct negotiations between Germany and Poland ovor the 
problems in disputo. In so doing they made it abundantly cloor that 
they, too, were aware of the urgent need for progress in view of the ccnti 
continuous incidents and the general European tension. In a roply 
dated August 29, the German Government, in spito of boing scoplcol 
as to tho desire of the R»lish Government to ccc.e to on understanding, 
doclared themselves ready in the interests of poaco to accept tho 
British mediation or suggestion. After considering nil tho circinstancos 
prevailing at the tine, they considered it nocosscry in their noto 
to point out that, if tho danger of 0 catastrophe was to bo avoided, 
then action must bo taken readily end without delay. In thia sense 
they declared thcmsolvcs ready to rocoivc a personngo appointod by 
tho Polish Government up to tho ovening of August 30 , with the proviso 
that tho latter was, in fact, c::por.-crcd not only to discuss but to 
conduct and conclude negotiations. 

Further, the German Government pointed out that they felt able 
to make the basic points regarding tho offer of an understanding avail¬ 
able to tho British Government by the tian tho Polish negotiator 
arrived in Berlin. 

Instead of a statement regarding the arrival of on outhorizod PolisQ 
personage, the first answer the Goverreent of tho Belch received to 
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their readiness for an understanding was the naws of the Polish 
Bobilizetion, ard only towards^12 O'clock on the night of August 30 , 
1939, did they receive o sceswhat general assurance of British readi¬ 
ness to help towards the corr. crescent of negotiations. 

Although the fact that the Polish negotiator expected by the 
Oovarrr.cnt of the Reich did not arrive removed the necossary condition 
for informing His Hajosty's Governaont of the views of the Gcroor. 
Government as rogarda possible bases of negotiation, since Jiis 
l^jcsty's Coverrrent th<Esclvos had ploadec! for direct negotiations 
between Germany and Poland, tho Goman llinistor for ?orci:.n Affairs, 

U. von RIBBdiTROP, gave the British Ambassador on the occasion of 
the proaontatien of tho last British note precise information as to 
the text of the German propossls which wculd be regrrJod as a basis 
of negotiation in the ovont of tho arrival of tho Polish plenipotentiary. 

Tho Govcrmont of tho Gcman Roich considered thorsolvos cntitlod to 
dale that in those circuistonccs a Polish personal would immediately 
bo nominetod, ot ony rat* rotrooctivoly. 

For the Rotchr.Govcrnr.cnt cannot be expected for their part con¬ 
tinually not only to enphasiso their willingness to start negotiations, 
but actually to bo roady to do so, while being frai the Polish side 
merely put off with empty subterfuges and meaningless declarations. 

It has once more been made clear as 0 result of a denarcho which 
has ncanwhilo boon made by tho Polish Ambassador that tho latter 
himself ho3 no plenary powerd cither to enter into any discussion, 
or oven to negotiate. 

The Fuehrer and the German Government have thus waitod two days 
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in vain for the arrival of B Polish negotiator with plenary porters. 

In theso circumstances the Goman Government regard their proposals as 
hevinc this tine too been tc oil intents and purposes rejected, although 
they considered that these prop-sola, in the Torn in which they wore 
node known tc the British Government also, wore noro than loyal, fair 
and practicable. 

The Hcich Govermcnt consider it timely to inforr. the public of 
bho boscs for negotiation which were co.nunicatod to the British 
.jnbassador by the Minister for Foreign Affairs, il. von RIBBEtfTriOP. 

The situation existing between the German ilcich and Poland is at the 
ccncnt of such o kind that ony furbher incident can load to an explosion 
on tho part of the military forces which have taken up thoir position m 
both sides. Any peacoful solution must be froo>d in such a way as 
to onsuro that tho evonts which lie at the root of this situation cannot bo 
ropcatcd on the next occasion offered, and that thus not only tho East of 
Europe, but also othor territories sholl not bo brought into such a 
state of tension. The causes of this dove lojxicnt lie in: (1) the 

(1) the impossible delineation f frontiers, os fixod by tho Vorsaillos 
dictate; 

(2) tho impossible treatment of thominority in the coded territories. 

In making tho3o proposals, the fleich Govcrrrrent ore, therefore, actuated 
by the idea of finding a lasting solution which will remove tho impossible 
situation created by frontier delineation, which nay assuro to both 
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parties their vitally important line cf communication, which 

cay - as far as it is at all possible - reneve the minority

problem end in so far as this is not possible, cay give the minorities 
the assurance of a tolerable future by means of a roliablc Guarantee 
of their rights. 

7!io Reich Gcverrcent arc content that in so dcing it is essontial 
that ocor.coic end physical damage done since 1918 should bo exposed end 
repaired in its entirety. They, of courso, regard this obligation 
as being binding for both parties. 

Thoeo considerations l«sd to tho following practical proposals: - 

(1) The Free City of Danzig shall roturn to the Genian Roich in view 
of its purely German character, as noli os of the unnninous will 

of its population; 

(2) The territory of the so-called Corridor which extonds frea the

The above territory 
shall, as in the case of the Ssar territory, bo placed under 

the supervision of an international commission tc be formed 
immediately, cn which shall be represented the four Great 
Powers - Italy, the Sc vie t Union, France and England. This 
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coraission shall exercise all the rights of sovereignty in this 
territory. With this end in view , the territory shell be evacuated 
within a period of the utocst brevity, still to be agreed upon, by 
the Polish arced forces, the _Polish police, arri the JV>lish 
authorities; 

(ii) The Polish port of Gdynia, which fundanentally constitutes Polish 
sovereign territory so for as it is confined territorially to tho 
Polish settlement, shall bo oxcluded fron the above territory. 

The exact frontiers of this Polish port should be determined 
between Ocrnriy and Poland, end, if necossary, delimited by an 
international ccuaittco of arbitration; 

($) With a view to assuring the necessary tine for tho oxecution 
of tho extensive work involved in tho carrying out of o Just 
plebiscite, this plobiscito shall not tako place boforo the expiry 
of twelve nonths; 

(6) In ordor to guarantee unrestricted ccaiunication betxrocn Oornany 
and East Prussia and botween Poland and tho son during this 
period, roads and railways shall be established to rone!or freo 
transit traffic possible. Ir. this connection only such taxos as 
aro necessary for tho maintenance of the neons of cram uni cation on! 
for the prevision of transport nay be levied; 

(7) Tho question os to tho party to which tho area belongs is to bo 
decided by simple majority of the votos recorded;

(8) In order to guarantee to Gemary free cccnunicaticn with her 

province of Danzig-East Prussia, and to Poland her ccrr.cction with 
the sea after the execution «f the plebiscite - regardless of the 
results therof - Germany shall, in the ovent of the plebiscite oroa 
going to Pblond, receive an extra-territorial traffic zone, 
approximately in a line free Buet<x» to Danzig or Dirschau, in which 
tc lay down a Meter Road and a L-trcck railway line.

For nonths vc have boon tospented by a problem' once Imposed upon 
us by the Dictate of Versailles and which, In Its deterioration and cor¬ 
relation, hod now bocone utterly lntoiorabloDahtlr: wralll lr"sr-Goman. City. 
The 

^Corridor was and Is Gorr*»n. All these territories owe tholr cultural dovel- 
owiont exclusively to the Geraan pconlo, without whoa absolute barbarian 
would rolgn In thoso Destorn territories. Dnnrlg was separated fron us. Tho 
Corridor was ennezod by Poland. Tho Gernan nlnorltios living thoro wore 
nlstroatcd In tho nost appallng sannor. Already during tho years 1919/20 
noro than ono nllllon people of Goman blood were drivon fron tholr ho.no. 

As usual, I havo tried to ch-ngo this intolerable stato of affairs thru 
proposals for a peaceful revision. It is a 11c If It Is claimed throughout 
the world that wo onsuro all our revisions only by applying pressure.

In splto of It all I have n-dc enc last atte--t. Alth'utfi I an deeply 
convlncodthat tho Jollsh (-“V.'mnent - perhaps also because of Its boing 
dOpi-ndont on a now unrestraint, vil* nllltnrv rabble - Is not seriously 
lntorcotcd in a. real understanding, I have nevertheless accepted a pra-v>Bnl 
by tho British Govornnont for nodlation. The latter pr-oosc** that It would 
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not cerry on any negotiations but assured ne that it would establish o 
diroct contact between Poland and Germany in order to got the discussion 
going once aorc.

I oust hero state the following: I accepted that proposal. Tor those

Thoroforo, I 
hnvo lr.ot night lnfomed the British Oovcrnsrnt that things being as thoy 
aro, I have found it impossible to detect any inclination on tho port of tho 
Polish Govonmont to ontor into a really sorious discussion with us. 

Thus, theso proposals for mediation arc wrecked, for in the noantlno 
the answer to those offers had been, firstly, the order for Polish gcnoral 
noblllxation, mid secondly new graro atrocitlos. Ropditions of tho lnttor 
incldonts occurred lest night. After rocontly twenty-ono frontier lncldonts 
h»d occurrod, there were fourteen 1 -st night, Three of then woro very grave.

I especially want 

to thank Italy for having supported us all this time, you'll also 
understand that wc do not wont to nalco an apponl for any forolgn holp In 
this strufttlo.

Tho noutral powers have assured us of tholr neutrality Just like wo 
havo previously guaranteed their neutrality. This assurance wo consider a 
sacred oblioatlon, and ns long as nobody breaks tholr neutrality, wo, too, 
shall ohsorvo It painstakingly. Vhat could wo doslro r want fr-«n thcmT 
I am happy to bo able to lnfora y~u horo of an event of special imoort- 
anco, Tou oro owaro of It that Russlo and Oerrany aro govorned bv two 
different doctrinos. Thcro was «nly ono slndo ouostlon to bo cleared un: 
Comany has no fctontlon of exporting her doctrine, and tho alnuto ’hisela 
docs not lntond to oxport hor own doctrlno t" Comany, I no longer soo any 
reason why wc should over bo opponents again. ’'oth of us rurroo* on this 
ono ooint: any strugglo betwoon our two people w>uld only result In benefits 
for othors. Wo have therefore resolved, to enter Into an agmenent which 
will oxcludo any application of force botwoon us In tho future, which 
compels us to consult each other In certain European (fiostlons, which 
makes oconoalc coopomtlon possible and ai»vc all makes suro that thoso 
two groat povors don't exhaust their energies In fighting each othor. 
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Any etteopt on the part of the Western Powers to alter these facts 
vlll prove futile, and In that c^hnoctlon I should like to state one 
thln^ this political decision signifies an enormous change for tho 
future an* is absolutely final.
